The First Ahmadiyya Muslim Mosque Built by 
Hadhrat Mirza Ghulam Ahmad * in 1883 in Qadian, India 


Masjid Mubarak, in Qadian, India, is the first Ahmadiyya Muslim Mosque to be constructed. Hadhrat 
Mirza Ghulam Ahmad® built this mosque in 1883. 
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study of human nature reveals 
two distinct aspects of one’s life: 
he individual, which includes 


the fulfillment of personal needs; and the 
collective, which includes the fulfillment 
of societal needs. Often times, an 
individual foregoes his personal needs 
for the sake of a larger societal good. 
The religion of Islam, being a religion 
rooted in human nature, uses spirituality 
to address both these needs. The divine scripture of Islam—The 
Holy Qur’an—elucidates the purpose of one’s life on earth in the 
following verse: 
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Anwer Mahmood Khan 


“We have not created man and Jinn but to worship God.” (51:57) 


The primary mode of worship in Islam, Salat, is prescribed five 
times daily, and every Muslim is required to offer Sa/at at the 
prescribed times. Salat in and of itself can be performed individually 
or collectively. Collective Salat, however, carries a reward 
twenty-seven times greater than individual Salat. Collective Salat 
therefore constitutes the preeminent form of worship in Islam. 


The Masjid, or mosque, is a spiritual sanctuary for worshippers to 
offer both individual and collective Salat. Muslims stand shoulder 
to shoulder in rows and follow the Jmam, or leader, in carrying out 
the rituals of Salat. 


Owing to its vital importance, the Masjid, like all houses of 
worship, is paid special emphasis in the Holy Qur’an. Indeed, 
Allah promises to protect the sanctity of the Masjid thus: 


“Those who have been driven out from their homes unjustly 
only because they said, ‘Our Lord is Allah.’ And if Allah had not 
repelled some people by means of others, cloisters and churches 
and synagogues and mosques, wherein the name of Allah is oft 
remembered, would surely have been destroyed. And Allah will, 
surely, help him who helps Him. Allah is, indeed, Powerful, 
Mighty.” (22:41). 


The Prophet of Islam, Muhammad™, reportedly said: “A person 
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who builds a mosque for Allah’s sake, Allah builds a better house in heaven for that person.” (Sahi 
Muslim). 


The founder of the Ahmadiyya Muslim Community, Hadhrat Mirza Ghulam Ahmad”, also stressed 
the importance of building mosques: “The foundation stone of the renaissance of Islam and a superior 
world order have been laid. Now mosques will be built and people will enter therein and join the 
Divine Movement in droves.” (Noorul Haq, Vol. 2, p. 42). 


Honoring the venerable tradition of the Masjid in Islam, the Ahmadiyya Muslim Community now 
has built over 15,000 mosques around the world. Such unprecedented growth has not come without 
struggle. Segments of the Islamic world bitterly oppose efforts by Ahmadi Muslims to build mosques. 
In Pakistan, for example, penal code provisions prohibit Ahmadi Muslims from calling their houses of 
worship “mosques.” Militant clerics also have supported the destruction of some 120 Ahmadi mosques 
in Pakistan over the past two decades. Nevertheless, despite being persecuted, the Community 
continues to remain steadfast through its mosque-building efforts. 


To commemorate 100 years of Khilafat, the spiritual institution of successorship in Islam and 
Ahmadiyyat, this publication attempts to chronicle the stunning advancement of the Community over 
the past century. In particular, we capture through pictures and narrative the history of the Masjid in 
Islam and Ahmadiyyat. We also pay homage to the tireless efforts of the khulufa, the spiritual leaders 
of the Community, to build mosques and provide guidance to millions. 


We begin with the First House of Worship, the Holy Ka’aba, located in Makkah, Saudi Arabia. By 
examining the significance of this magnificent structure, we encapsulate the essential aspects of the 
tradition of Masjid in Islam from which the Community derives inspiration. Next, we provide various 
perspectives on the tradition of Masjid by the Hadhrat Mirza Ghulam Ahmad* and his khulufa. We then 
provide several accounts by esteemed scholars on the significance and impact of the Masjid. Finally, 
we travel the world highlighting the history and beauty of the Ahmadiyya Muslim mosques in over 60 
countries, from the Mediterranean hillsides of Albania to the South Pacific waters of Tuvalu. We also 
pay special tribute to the historic visits of the Ahmadiyya khu/ufa to many of these countries. 


This humble publication could not have been possible without the mercy and blessings of Allah. I 
wish to thank His Holiness. Hadhrat Mirza Masroor Ahmad‘, Khalifatul Masih V, for his spiritual 
guidance for this project. from its inception to its completion.

In 1894, after the appearance of the universally witnessed sign of the eclipses of the 
moon and the sun, Hadhrat Promised Messiah“ said that the foundation stone for the 
renaissance of Islam and the blessed institution to promote goodness had been laid 
down, and mosques would now be constructed, and people would start entering the 
religion of God in multitudes. He said: 


“Eclipses of the moon and the sun are manifestations of beauty and glory: 
and this event is a bright and glorious indication for renaissance and spiritual 
revolutions. It is the keystone to set forth an establishment to promote goodness, 
build mosques, and debilitate places of idol-worship. Thus the heavenly powers 
shall conquer the earthly powers...and God shall show a luminous lamp to 
His people, and they will enter God's religion in great multitudes.” (Ruhani 
Khaza’in, Vol. 8, p. 238). 


After that, the Promised Messiah® also launched a vigorous appeal for the construction 
of mosques, and explaining the necessity of mosques, he said: 


“At this time, our Jama‘at is in a great need for mosques. A mosque is a house 
of God. In whatever village or city our Jama ‘at establishes a mosque, be assured 
then that the foundation for the Jama‘at’s progress has been laid there. In any 
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village or city where there are only a few Muslims, or no Muslims at all, and 
Islam has to progress there, then a mosque needs to be built there; then God

This 
souvenir would include the pictures of mosques 
that were constructed and managed by chapters of 
the Ahmadiyya Muslim Community throughout 
the world. This special souvenir will not only 
reflect the efforts made by Jama’at Ahmadiyya, 
in the construction of Mosques worldwide, but 
will also rejuvenate the faith of its readers. 


The Holy Prophet Muhammad* has said: 


For those who will construct Allah’s house 
in this world, Allah will construct a similar 
house in paradise. 


In accord with this statement, the Muslim 
Ummah has constructed countless mosques in 
various parts of the world during the last fourteen 
hundred years. However, with the coming of 
Hadhrat Mirza Ghulam Ahmad, the Promised 
Messiah*, the following of this directive of the 
Holy Prophet* has been taken up with a renewed 
sense of direction and objective. 


Hadhrat Ahmad* stated: 


At this time there is a dire need of mosques 
for our Jama’at. This is a house of God. In 
the village or town where our mosque is 
established, the foundation for the progress 


of the Jama’at has 
already been laid. If 
there is a town or city 
where there are no 
Muslims, or very few 
of them, and in that

Thus, the Ahmadiyya 

Muslim Community has constructed many 
mosques to introduce Islam and to continue its 
progress. Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V**, in his 
Friday Sermon of October 22, 2004, said: 


Hadhrat Musleh Maood™ once expressed the 
desire that if we have two thousand and five 
hundred mosques in Europe then the pace of 
progress will increase many fold. May Allah 
bestow this ability to the members of our 
Jama’at that soon they may construct mosques 
here in that number. 


After laying the foundation stone of the London 
Mosque in 1924, Jama’at Ahmadiyya constructed 
many mosques around the world or the 
propagation of Islam. It has constructed mosques 
in Sweden, Denmark, Germany and in several 
African countries. Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih II1®, 
during the time of his khilafat, laid the foundation 
stone of Basharat Mosque in Spain. This mosque 
was inaugurated during the khilafat of Hadhrat 
Khalifatul Masih IV". 


Similarly, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV™ laid 
the foundation stone of Baitul Huda Mosque in 
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The construction of Baitul Huda Mosque in Sydney, Australia. The Ahmadiyya Muslim Community has built 
thousands of mosques around the world, for the purpose of spreading the peaceful teachings of Islam and to 
promote interfaith harmony in all nations of the world. 


Australia and initiated the propagation of Islam on 
the Australian continent. A project of constructing 
one hundred Mosques in Germany, which started 
at the time of Khilafat e Rabbiya has seen much 
progress in the time of Khalifatul Masih V™. 


The construction work of Baitul Futuh Mosque 
in the United Kingdom was started at the time of 
Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV™, but its opening 
ceremony was done by our beloved Jmam, 
Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V**. The journey of 
the Ahmadiyya Muslim Community to spread 
Islam’s message of peace outside of India is still 
continuing. There are many mosques that have 
been constructed and completed outside India 
and Pakistan. Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V **, 
while drawing our attention to the real purpose of 
constructing mosques, said: 


Remember the victory of Islam and Ahmadiyyat 
is tied with keeping these mosques occupied 
with supplicants. Thus, O Ahmadis, get up

The Sacred Heart of Islam 


Masjid Al-Haram (The Sacred Mosque) ts the holiest site of the Islamic faith. Here, millions of Muslims arrive 
here each year to perform the sacred pilgrimage ceremonies associated with the Hajj, one of the “five pillars” 
of belief in Islam. 


HISTORICAL FACTS 


Foundation 
w Itis believed that Hadhrat Adam“ built the Holy Ka’aba, which was the first house of worship. 
Later, the Holy Ka’aba was renovated by Hadhrat Ibrahim* and his son, Hadhrat Ismail". 


Dimensions of Original Structure 
B Originally, the Ka’aba was about 50 x 30 ft. in area, and was roofless and rectangular in shape. 
m It is believed that Hadhrat Ibrahim* raised the foundation of the original structure and offered a 
prayer, which is recorded in the Qur’an, to God. 
m@ There was one space left for the door in the east wall that was leveled to the ground. 
m The current area of Hateem outside the Ka’aba was included in the original structure. 
w The walls were 13.5 feet high. The Ka’aba was on an elevated hillside in Mecca. 


Renovation by the Quresh tribe 

Five years before Muhammad “ announced that he was a prophet of God, the Ka’aba was renovated 
by the tribe of Quresh. They assembled and collected funds to rebuild the Ka’aba, which had been 
ravaged by fire. They appointed Baqoom, an Abyssinian mason, to lead the effort. The renovation 
began with great enthusiasm and was proceeding appropriately until the placement of the Black Stone 
came into question. This created a great dispute as to who would have the honor of placing it. The 
most senior among the Quresh, Abdullah bin Umar bin Makhzoom, historically is noted as stating. “O 
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“ 


Quresh, come to an agreement concerning that over which you are disputing. Let the first man who 
enters through the gate of this mosque decide the matter for you.” 


The first man to enter through the gate of the mosque was Muhammad“. When the Quresh saw him, 
they said, “Here is A/-Amin [the trustworthy one]! We agree to accept Muhammad's decision.” They 
then explained to Muhammad™ their dilemma. Upon hearing this, Muhammad“ asked for a cloak to 
be brought to him. He then placed the Black Stone on the cloak and then instructed the leader of each 
tribe to take an edge of the cloak and lift up the Black Stone together. When they had done as he had 
instructed, and the Black Stone was now on the lifted cloak and in a position to be placed within its 
resting place, Muhammad“ himself then set the Black Stone in its place. (Seerat lbne Hasham, |, 233- 
2545, peop): 


The Holy Prophet* expressed his displeasure about the renovation of the Ka’aba to his wife Hadhrat 
Ayesha™. He said: “Were it not that your people are still so close to the time of Kufr, | would have 
knocked the Ka’aba down and rebuilt it with two doors, a door through which people can enter and a 
door through which they could exit and I would have brought the doors to the ground level” (Bukhari 
and Muslim). 


He further stated: “Your people placed the door at an elevated level so anyone seeking entrance to the 
Ka’aba would need their consent. They would permit or deprive entry to whomsoever they would 
like. The area of Hateem was part of the Abrahamic Plan, but your people ran out of funds when they 
were installing the roof, and, hence, they left that area.” (Bukhari and Muslim)

@ Fulfilling the wishes of the Holy Prophet“, Abdullah bin Zubair™ built two doors at the ground 
level. 
@ Abdullah bin Zubair™ raised the walls to 40.5 feet by incorporating the Hateem area in the 
structure. 
= A small window at the upper side of the wall was installed for circulation of air and light. 
@ Abdullah bin Zubair™ purchased the surrounding homes for 10,000 Dinars to include in the open 
space around the Ka’aba. 


Renovation by Hajjaj bin Yousuf 
® Unfortunately Hajjaj reconstructed the Ka’aba after the pattern of the Quresh and later regretted 
this when he learned that the Holy Prophet’s specifications were realized by Abdullah bin Zubair”. 


Renovation by Sultan Murad Khan in 1040 Hijri 
m Inthe year 1038, a devastating flood destroyed the structure of the Ka’aba and its renovation 
once again became necessary. Sultan Murad Khan undertook this project and renovated the Ka‘aba 
along Hajaj bin Yousuf’s structural guidelines. 


Modern Renovations in the Saudi Era 
m The beginning of the Saudi Era was marked by many new renovations and additions to the 
structure of the Ka’aba. A few are highlighted in Table 1. 


Ka’aba is the Center of Dry Land 
B Dr.M.A. Shaltout. President of the Research Center for the Sun and Geophysical Studies in Cairo, 
Egypt. performed extensive research and came to the conclusion that Mecca is the geographical 
center of both the Old and New World. The Old World consists of three continents, Africa, Europe 
and Asia. When a circle is drawn with Mecca in the center. the 8000 km* area covers the borders of

these continents. When this circle is drawn to a diameter of 13,000 km’, it would cover the borders of 
the three new continents formed in the New World (North America, South America and Australia). 


Extensions of Ka’aba 
m In 638, Hadhrat Umar Faroog™ expanded the Ka’aba prayer area by demolishing the homes 
around it. 


m In 646, Hadhrat Uthman" continued this extension by purchasing adjacent homes and expanding 
the facilities. 


m In 684, Hadhrat Abdullah bin Zubair™ extended the area by buying a large estate for 10,000 
Dinars; he also built corridors within the Ka’aba. 


m In 709, Waleed added beautiful corridors with elaborate designs. 
m In 745, Abu Jafar Al Mansoor made a large extension on the north side of the Ka’aba and created 
several Mehrabs and modified the corridors with elaborate designs. 


m In 771, Mehdi Abbasi made huge extensions of the Ka’aba at least twice during his reign. 


m Jn 875, Abu Jafar Ahmad renovated the roof, reinforced the walls, and made extensions for the 
worshippers. 


m Abul Fazal Al Muqtadar had a large door built and named it Bab e Ibrahim and also built two 
large palaces nearby. These extensions added an area of 81.5 x 98 feet to the existing facilities. 

= Organizing worshippers in circular rows around the Ka’aba began in the reign of Governor

Masjid e Nabawi (The Prophet’s Mosque) is located 
in the city of Madinah in Saudi Arabia. It is one of the 
most famous mosques in the world. 


he traditional story regarding this mosque 

relates that the Holy Prophet Muhammad * 
departed the town of Quba on Friday, October 4, 
622 C.E. As he arrived in Madinah, and his camel 
rested at a spot, he decided to build a mosque at 
that very spot. This parcel of land belonged to two 
orphan children, Sahal and Sohail, who offered 
to give it as a gift to the Prophet of God“. He, 
however, decided to buy it for ten Dinars and laid 
the foundation stone of what came to be known as 
the Prophet’s Mosque on October 16, 622 C.E. 


According to Hadhrat Ayesha", the Prophet of 
God * laid down the first stone. and Hadhrat Abu 
Bakar ", Hadhrat Umar Faroog"™ and Hadhrat 
Uthman ® laid down the next three stones, 
respectively. After the foundation was laid down 
with stones, the walls were raised with unbaked 
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bricks. The Holy Prophet Muhammad * carried 
out the construction work himself by fetching 
the bricks. On one occasion, he was carrying a 
large pile that reached his chest. Seeing this, one 
of his companions, Hadhrat Asyad bin Hafeer ®, 
offered to lend him a hand. To this, the Prophet 
Muhammad * responded: “Carry on and fetch 
another pile. To earn virtues in the way of Allah, 
you are not in greater need than I.” (Jammaul 
Qawaid, 67:1). 


™ This mosque measured 30 x 35 m”. It had 
three doors on-its south, east and west sides. With 
the. change of the gibla, a south side door was 
closed, and a north door was installed. 


a A platform for Ashabus Suffa (the poor 
companions of the Prophet “) was made outside 
the mosque near the northeast end. 


@ At first, the mosque had no roof, but a roof that 
was made with the trunks and branches of palm 
trees, and which provided only a little shelter, was 
added later. 


@ Inthe year 628 C.E., the Prophet constructed 
the second extension, increasing the area of the 
mosque to 2,475 m?. 


@ Hadhrat Umar Farooq” extended the structure 
by five meters to the south, ten meters to the west 
and fifteen meters to the north, thereby increasing 
the total area to 3,575 m7”. 


a In 649 C.E., Hadhrat Usman ™ extended 
the mosque by an additional 496 m?, thereby 
increasing the total area to 4,071 m’. 


a In 706 C.E., Waleed bin Abdul Malik 
expanded the total area of the mosque to 6,440 
m?. There still was no prayer niche, or mehrab, 
for the Imam in the Prophet’s Mosque until 706 
CE, when Hadhrat Umar bin Abdul Aziz™ added 
the architectural feature from where the Friday 
sermon could be delivered. 


@ Khalifa Mahdi Abbasi extended the Mosque’s

north end by 2,450 m’, bringing the total area of 
the mosque to 8,890 m’. 


@ In 1257 C.E., a fire broke out in the mosque. 
Khalifa Al-Mustasim renovated it over the next 
few years. 


M@ Renovation and maintenance of the mosque 
continued until 1474 C.E. Malik Qayatbai added 
another 120 m*, which resulted in a total area of 
9.010 m’. 


@ From 1848 to 1860, Sultan Abdul Majeed 
added a new gate on the north side and carried 
out further extensions, resulting in a total area of 
10.303 m?. 


Doors of the Mosque 

The Saud Family, under the leadership of Shah 
Abdul Aziz, undertook a massive expansion 
that increased the area of the mosque to 16,327 
m*. Currently, over 750,000 worshippers can 
offer Salat in the mosque. The Saudi expansion 


included ten beautiful, sturdy, and easily operable 
doors. Although each one weighs 2.5 tons, the 
doors can be opened or closed with a slight push 
or pull of a finger. Some of these doors have 
historical significance: 


Bab un Nabi. This door stood adjacent to the 
Prophet’s “* quarters and is thus named after him. 
It was later replaced with a window with web 
wire. 

Bab e Ali. This door was in front of Hadhrat 
Ali’s ‘” quarters, but was later closed during 
expansion.

Bab e Usman, also known as Bab e Jibreel 
Prophet would enter the Mosque via thi 
“Bab e Jibreel” refers to an incident when the 
Angel Gabriel appeared to and spoke with the 
Prophet* during the Battle of the Ditch.

Bab e Rabota or Bab un Nisa. 
situated in front of the quarters of a 
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named Rabta, who was the daughter of Al Abbas- 
al-Saqah. The door was installed at the time 
of Hadhrat Umar™ per instructions given by 
the Prophet*. These instructions called for the 
construction of a door solely for the purpose of 
affording female worshippers privacy during 
entry and exit at the mosque. 


Bab ur Rahmat. It is related that the name “Bab ur 
Rahmat” (Door of God’s Grace) is derived from 
an incident in which the prayers of the Prophet 
““ were accepted. The tradition relates that a man 
entered the mosque through this door while the 
Prophet “ was delivering the Friday sermon. The 
man told the Prophet “ of a severe drought that 
was falling on the land and begged the Prophet 
“to pray for rain. The Prophet* prayed, and it 
began to rain for an entire week. On the following 
Friday, the man came again and requested the 
Prophet to pray for the rains to stop. The Prophet 
“again prayed and the rain stopped. This door was 
named Bab ur Rahmat in honor of this incident. 


In addition to these five doors, the Saudi family 
added five more doors. 


Beginning of Adhan 


The call for prayers, or adhan, is observed five 
times a day for the 1.5 billion Muslims all over 
the world. Most do not realize that this ritual is the 
result of much prayer and consultation among the 
Prophet * and his companions. 


The Prophet and his companions consulted about 
how best to call the followers to prayer. Three 
suggestions were presented, including lighting 
a flame, beating a gong, and blowing a trumpet. 
The Prophet rejected all these suggestions and 
adjourned the meeting. 


Hadhrat Abdullah bin Zaid ® came back and was 
quite concerned and kept on thinking. During the 
night, he had a waking vision in which he saw a 
man wrapped in two green sheets come to him 
with a gong in his hand. Hadhrat Abdullah" asked 
him to sell this gong to him. The man replied: 
what would you do with it? Hadhrat Abdullah“ 
replied: I would assemble worshippers for Salat. 
To this the man remarked: Shouldn’t I tell you 
a better way? Hadhrat Abdullah ® responded in 


the affirmative. The man shared the words of 
the present call for prayers and asked Hadhrat 
Abdullah to recite with him. 


After he woke up, he related this entire vision to 
Prophet **. The Prophet“ remarked: God willing, 
this vision is true. He further instructed Hadhrat 
Zaid" to find Hadhrat Bilal™ and teach him these 
words and ask Hadhrat Bilal™ to call these phrases. 
As this was going on, Hadhrat Umar™ appeared 
to the Prophet® and said: I saw the same vision 
that was shown to Hadhrat Zaid". The Prophet* 
thanked Allah and said all praise belongs to Allah. 
(Sunan Abu Daud) 


m@ The Prophet frequently commented on the 
rewards for offering Salat/Itekaf in this Mosque. 
He said: With the exception of Masjid e Haram, 
offering Salat-in my mosque carries a thousand- 
fold rewards. 


@ Hadhrat Anas bin Malik" reports: Anyone who 
offers Salat at home will receive the reward of one 
Salat; if this Salat is offered in the neighborhood 
mosque, the reward will be twenty-five fold; if this 
Salat is offered in Jamay Masjid (a large mosque 
that can hold a large congregation), the reward 
will increase 500 fold. In Masjid e Aqsa, this 
reward becomes 5,000 fold, and in the Prophet’s 
Mosque, this reward increases 50,000 fold, while 
the reward in Masjid e Haram is 100,000 fold. 
(Ibn e Maja, 102) 


@ The Prophet* said: “I am the last prophet, just 
like my mosque is the last mosque.” 


a Hadhrat Anas” reports that the Holy 
Prophet™ said: Anyone who offers forty Salat in 
congregation will be protected from hellfire and 
relieved from the evil of hypocrisy.

he sanctuary known as Qubbat as Sakhrah 

(The Dome of the Rock) was completed by 
“Abd al Malik ibn Marwan in 691 C.E. This sacred 
building is believed to rest on Mt. Moriah in the 
Old City of Jerusalem. This mountain, also known 
as the Temple Mount, was the site where Hadhrat 
Suleiman*® (The Prophet Solomon**) built the first 
temple (known as Baitul Mugaddas), which was 
completed in 957 B.C.E. 


It was towards the direction of this site that the 
Holy Prophet Muhammad “ and his companions 
would pray (i.e., it was the first Qib/a). Muslims 
believe that upon receiving a revelation from God 
the direction of the Qibla was changed towards 
the Sacred Mosque in Makkah, Arabia. This 
revelation is recorded in the Holy Qur’an: 


“Verily, We see thee turning thy face often 
to heaven; surely, then, will We make thee 
turn to the Qiblah which thou likest. So, 
turn thy face towards the Sacred Mosque; 
and wherever you be, turn your faces 


towards it.” (2: 145). 


The switch in Qiblah occurred as the Holy 
Prophetsa was offering Salat in the mosque now 
known as Masjid Qiblatain (the Mosque with 
Two Qiblas - described on page !2). 


The First Temple was destroyed by Nebuchanezzar 
II of Babylonia, when he sacked Jerusalem in 
586 B.C.E. The temple was rebuilt beginning 20 
B.C.E, but was again destroyed in 70 C.E.

rophet Muhammad“ was endowed with the 

deep love of the Creator right from his early 
youth. When he reached his thirties, his love of 
God and love of His worship began to possess him 
more and more. To get away from the mischiefs 
and vices of the people of Mecca, the Prophet 
often would retire to a secluded cave atop the 
lofty Mount Hira. At Hira, he would worship God 
day and night, praying ardently for the uplift of 
humanity. When he was forty years of age, he 
saw an angel commanding him to recite. The 
Prophet™ said in reply that he did not know what 
or how to recite. The heavenly figure insisted 
and at last made the Prophet* recite the following 
verses: 


Recite thou in the name of thy Lord Who created, 
created man from a clot of blood. Recite ! And thy 
Lord is the Most Beneficent, Who taught man by 
the pen, taught man what he knew not.

his is the very first mosque outside Mecca 

whose foundation was laid by the Prophet 
Muhammad* himself. It was built during the 
Prophet**’s migration to Medina, when he took a 
short stay at the city of Quba, three miles north of 
Medina. He worked as a laborer to construct this 
house of Allah. 


Within a few days, the mosque was completed. The 
Prophet continued to have a special attachment 
with the Quba Mosque; he visited it every week 
even after his migration to Medina. 


Some righteous scholars have attributed the 
following verse to be related to this mosque: 

“A mosque that was founded upon piety from the 
very first day, is surely more worthy than thou

Hence, this cave became the initiation place 
of the greatest spiritual revolution mankind 
ever has witnessed, the advent of Islam. The 
Promised Messiah, Hadhrat Ahmad * described 
this spiritual revolution: 


Have you any notion what was the strange event 
which took place in the desert country of Arabia 
when hundreds of thousands of people were 
revived within a brief period? Those who were 
blind obtained sight and those who were dumb 
began to speak of the understanding of the Divine. 
And the world underwent a revolution which 
has never been heard or seen before. It was the 
supplications during dark nights of one who had 
lost himself in God, which raised a clamor in the 
world and manifested such wonders as appeared 
impossible in the case of that unlearned helpless 
one.

The Quba Mosque 
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he Masjid Qiblatain (Mosque with two 

Qiblas) is the historic location where the 
Prophet Muhammad “, according to Muslim 
belief, was instructed during prayer to 
switch from facing the Dome of the Rock in 
Jerusalem to the Sacred Mosque in Makkah 
(The Holy Qur’an, 2:145). From that point 
onwards, Muslims always have performed 
their daily prayers facing Makkah, a symbol 
of their collective worship within a single 
mosque.

No material of their churches will 
be used for building mosques or houses for the 
Muslims; any Muslim so doing will be regarded 
as recalcitrant to God and His prophet. Monks 
and bishops will be subject to no tax or indemnity 
whether they live in forests or on the rivers, or 
in the East or West, North or South. I give them 
my word of honor. They are on my promise and 
covenant and will enjoy perfect immunity from 
all sorts of inconveniences. Every help shall be 
given them in the repair of their churches. They 
shall be absolved from wearing arms. They shall 
be protected by the Muslims.

he purpose of creation of humans is the love 

and worship of Allah. Itis for this sole purpose 
that Allah raised the Holy Prophet Muhammad * 
in this world. The Holy Prophet * through his 
actions and acts of worship has left an exemplary 
model for all Muslims in perpetuity. From the 
early days of Islam, five salat are mandated for 
Muslims. The purpose of salat is to be in Allah’s 
presence and win His pleasure. Salat is the only 
means how one can acquire these goals. In the 
context of Ahadith, I will attempt to shed light on 
the central role of mosques and the importance of 
congregational prayers. 


In Chapter Alhijra of Sahih Bukhari, Hadhrat 
Imam Bukhari quoted the incident of migration as 
cited by Hadhrat Aisha™, in which she states that 
the very first thing the Holy Prophet Muhammad * 
did after reaching Madinah was to build a mosque. 
This action of the Prophet“ demonstrates that the 
mosque is the foundation of Islamic society. The 
mosque is a place for spiritual, moral, intellectual 
and material guidance. 

The following Ahadith illustrate the importance 
that the Prophet ** gave to mosques: 

@ A person who builds a mosque for Allah’s 
sake, Allah builds a better house in heaven for 
that person. (Sahi Muslim, Chapter Fazlul Banaul 
Masajid). 

@ A believer in a mosque is like a fish in water. 
@ The most liked buildings in cities to Allah are 
the mosques (Muslim book of mosques, Chapter 
Fazlul Jaloos fee Mosulaho baadas Subh). 

@ Hadhrat Abu Huraira ™ narrates that Holy 
Prophet Muhammad * said that whenever people 
gather together in one of the houses of Allah for 
recitation of the Holy Qur’an and teaching it to 
one another, comfort descends upon them, mercy 
covers them, angels spread their wings over them, 
and Allah makes mention of them to those around 
Him (Sahi Muslim). 


@ In another hadith 
narrated by Hadhrat Abu 
Huraira™, the Holy Prophet 
Muhammad * said: “Shall 
I tell you something 
whereby Allah would 
Wipe out your sins and 
raise your status? Those 
present said: Certainly, 
Messenger of Allah. He 
said: Performing _ the 
ablution carefully even 
in’ difficulty, frequent 
walking to the mosque, and waiting eagerly for 
the next salat after one is finished. This is your 
striving in the cause of Allah.” (Sahi Muslim). 

@ Hadhrat Buraidah™ relates that the Holy 
Prophet Muhammad “™ said, “Give glad tidings of 
full light on the Day of Judgment to those who 
walk to the mosque in the dark of night.” (Abu 
Daud and Tirmidhi).

The Holy Prophet Muhammad “ emphasized the 
importance of mosques because they are the place 
where people join to worship God. Great emphasis 
is therefore given to congregational prayers in the 
sayings of the Holy Prophet of Islam“. The one 
who is regular in prayer establishes the religion, 
and the one who stops praying, drops the faith and 
destroys the building of religion. 


@ The Holy Prophet Muhammad “ worshipped 
Allah in the true sense and spirit of the word, and 
every moment of his life and every breath he took 
was spent in the remembrance of Allah to the 
extent that, even at the time of his death, the last 
will he made was with the words of Salat. He said: 
“O Muslims, take special care of your prayers, 
offer congregational prayers in a timely manner, 
and exhort others to this important obligation. 
Remember, prayer, which is a bond between the 
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Creator and Creation, never breaks”. 

@ Hadhrat Abu Huraira™ narrates that the Holy 
Prophet Muhammad ™ said that the person who 
goes to the mosque in the morning and evening, 
Allah prepares for him or her a spiritual sanctuary 
in paradise (Bukhari and Muslim). 

@ Hadhrat Abu Huraira™ further narrates that a 
person who performs ablution carefully at home 
and then proceeds to the mosque to fulfill his 
obligation to Allah, Allah wipes out his sin with 
his first step and elevates his stature with the next 
step (Muslim). 

@ Jarir bin Abdullah ™ narrates that one night we 
were with the Holy Prophet Muhammad “ and 
there was a full moon. The Holy Prophet“ looked 
towards the moon and said that you would see 
your Lord the same way you see the moon, Le., 
without any obstruction. If you can do anything 
to have this, then do not be negligent in offering 
the morning prayers or afternoon prayers, Salat e 
Fajr and Salat e Asr. 

@ Hadhrat Barida" narrates that the Holy Prophet 
* said that the person who is neglects Asr prayers 
wastes away all his deeds. 

B Hadhrat Abu Saeed Khudri™ narrates that the 
Holy Prophet“ said that when you see someone 
coming for worship in the mosque then you 
should vouch for that person as a believer because 
Allah says that, “Only those people populate 


Allah’s mosques who believe in God and the Day 
of Judgment” (Tirmidhi Kitabutafsir, Chapter Al 
Tauba). 

@ Hadhrat {bn Umar™ narrates that the Holy 
Prophet * said that the reward for offering 
congregational prayers is twenty seven times 
more than when one offers prayers by himself. 


® Hadhrat Abu Huraira™ narrates that the Holy 
Prophet™ said that offering congregational prayers 
is twenty five times better than offering prayers 
privately in home or away from home. Whoever 
among you performs ablution properly and comes 
to mosque only for prayers then Allah forgives one 
mistake for each step he takes and raises his stature 
until he enters the mosque. And when he enters 
the mosque and waits for prayers he is considered 
to have joined in prayers, and angels pray for him 
that ‘Oh Allah forgive him’ and ‘Oh Allah have 
mercy on him’. This condition remains until he 
gets busy with some other work or conversation 
(Sahi Bukhari, Kitabus Salat Fil Masjid). 


The subject matter of these Ahadith is very 
clear. The Holy Prophet “* in different ways 
impressed upon his followers the importance 
of congregational prayers, especially those 
offered in the mosque with other members of the 
community.

he Ahmadiyya Muslim Community (AMC) 

is a dynamic, fast growing international 
revival movement within Islam. Founded in 1889, 
AMC spans over 180 countries with membership 
exceeding tens of millions. 


MC is the only Islamic organization to 

believe that the long-awaited messiah has 
come in the person of Mirza Ghulam Ahmad 
(1835-1908) of Qadian. Ahmad * claimed to be 
the metaphorical second coming of Jesus * of 
Nazareth and the divine guide, whose advent was 
foretold by the Prophet of Islam, Muhammad™. 
AMC believes that God sent Ahmad*, like Jesus, 
to end religious wars, condemn bloodshed and 
reinstitute morality, justice and peace.

MC is the foremost Islamic organization 

with a central spiritual leader. Over a 
century ago, Ahmad* reminded his followers 
of God’s promise to safeguard the message of 
Islam through khilafat (the spiritual institution 
of successorship to prophethood). AMC believes 
that only spiritual successorship can uphold the 
true values of Islam and unite humanity. Five 
spiritual leaders have succeeded Hadhrat Ahmad“ 
since his demise in 1908. AMC’s fifth and current 
spiritual head, Mirza Masroor Ahmad, resides in 
the United Kingdom. Under the leadership of its 
spiritual successors, AMC has now built over 
15,000 mosques, over 500 schools, and over 30 
hospitals. It has translated the Holy Qur’an into 
over 60 languages. It propagates the true teachings 
of Islam and the message of peace and tolerance 
through a twenty-four hour satellite television 
channel (MTA), the Internet (alislam.org) and 
print (Islam International Publications). It has 
been at the forefront of worldwide disaster relief 
through an independent charitable organization, 
Humanity First.

That he shall keep away from falsehood, fornication, 
adultery, trespasses of the eye, debauchery, disssipation, 
cruelty, dishonesty, mischief and rebellion; and will not 
permit himself to be carried away by passions, however 
strong they may be. 


That under the impulse of any passions, he shall cause 
no harm whatsoever to the creatures of Allah in general, 
and Muslims in particular neither by his tongue nor by 
his hands nor by any other means. 


That he shall refrain from following un-Islamic customs 
and lustful inclinations, and shall completely submit 
himself to the authority of the Holy Quran; and shall 
make the word of God and the sayings of the Holy 
Prophet the guiding principles in every walk of his life. 


That he shall hold faith, the honor of faith, and the cause 
of Islam dearer to him than his life, wealth, honor, children 
and all other dear ones. 


That he shall enter into a bond of brotherhood with 
this humble servant of God, pledging obedience to me in 
everything good, for the sake of Allah, and remain faithful 
to it till the day of his death; that he shall exert such a 
high devotion in the observance of this bond as is not be 
found in any other wordly relationship and connections 
demanding devoted dutifulness.

6G he only condition is that the 

building of the mosque be based on 
sincere motives and that it be undertaken 
solely for God with no ulterior motives 
or evil intentions. Then Allah will bestow 
His blessings.

Merely allocate a parcel of land 
and establish a boundary demarcation, and 
any simple construction of bambooorleaves 
could be used to secure the structure from 
rains.

This is the time when we 
need unity and togetherness and should 
forego trivial things that would create 
discord.”

The Promised Messiah and Mahdi

Hadhrat Mirza Ghulam Ahmad * was born on February 13, 1835, in Qadian, India. 
In his youth, he was deeply immersed in the study of the Holy Qur'an and often 
was seen in the mosque in ardent supplications. Those who knew hin would call 
him a Maseetar, a person who has fallen in love with the mosque and frequently 
stays there. In 1882,he was commissioned by God to be the Divine Reformer. He 
understood very well that a long arduous task of reformation lay ahead. In 1889, 
under the Divine command, he founded the Ahmadiyya Muslim Community. He 
was bestowed with Divine revelations. One of his revelations was:‘‘l shail give you 
a large party of Islam.” At that time, only a handful of people accepted him as the 
Messiah, but today his followers exceed tens of millions in over 189 countries.

fter the establishment of Talimul Islam High School and major growth in Qadian, Hadhrat 

Khalifatul Masih 1™ developed the northern area of Qadian and named it Darul Uloom. The first 
construction in this area was that of Noor Mosque. Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih I" laid the foundation 
of Noor Mosque after Fajr prayers on March 5, 1910, and on April 22, offered Asar prayers to 
inaugurate the mosque. He presented Darsul Qur'an of Sura Al-Anbiyya and declared: 


“Today Allah has taught me such beautiful words for prayers that | am amazed.” He said further: “7 
can swear that the foundation of this mosque is based on achieving the pleasure of Allah and is solely 
based on Taqwa...” (History of Ahmadiyyat, Vol. 4, p. 330). 


The Noor Mosque was completed in 1910. A custodian was appointed in November 1, 1910. In 
1912-1913, a large area was added to convene annual gatherings of the community. 


In his sermon of February 12, 1909, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih I™ presented a commentary on verse 
155 of Sura Al-Bagarah and explained why people, out of bigotry and jealousy, forbid worshippers 
to enter the mosques. He said: 


The elements of insult have increased in these people to the extent that if one of them would have the power 
regarding the mosque, they will forbid those people to enter the mosque who disagree with them. Such a 
person does not realize that the other person also glorifies the name of the same God. By so doing, this 
person will cause the mosques to be deserted rather than populated. Muslim Mosques were not separate until 
the Twelfth Century; after that the Sunni and Shia Mosques got separated, then Wahabis and non-Wahabis 
separated themselves, and now there is no limit. These people were not ashamed that the Mosque in Mecca 
is one, the Mosque in Madinah is the same, the Quran is the same, the Prophet” is the same and the Creator 
Allah is also the same, so why are we creating this discord? They should all enter the Mosque with the awe, 
majesty and fear of Allah in their hearts. (Khutbat e Noor, p. 390).

Khalifatul Masih I 
1841-1914

Hadhrat Hakim Maulvi Nuruddin®, Khalifatul Masih |, was born in 1841 in Bhera, India. He was a 
descendant of Hadhrat Umar Farooq”, the Second Khalifa of Islam. He was a very learned man and 
studied from practically all of the famous religious institutions of India. He also had the privilege 
of staying in the holy cities of Mecca and Medina. He was a great scholar, a talented physician and 
an expert theologian. When the Promised Messiah* initiated the Ba’ait on March 23, |889, Hadhrat 
Nuruddin® was the first to pledge allegiance to him. 


His obedience to the Promised Messiah* was exemplary. The Promised Messiah** once said, 
“(Nuruddin) obeys me in every respect and as the pulse is governed by the heart beat, similarly 
he follows me. | find him lost in securing my pleasure and appreciation. How nice it would be if 
everybody from among my followers were Nuruddin.” (Aina Kamalat-i-Isiam). 


Hadhrat Nurrudin™ servedAhmadiyyat for six years as khalifa and did his utmost for the Community’s 
uplift and progress. He studied and taught the Qur’an and wrote many books. He passed away in 
Qadian, India on March 13, 1914. 
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4 ‘hie make use of mosques for 

purposes of congregational prayers, but 
this is not due to any feeling that the buildings 
of these mosques possess any peculiar sanctity 
for the purposes of divine worship. A mosque is 
built to enable the Muslims of the neighborhood 
to assemble for the purpose of congregational 
prayers. Mosques facilitate the performance of 
collective worship and are used for other religious 
and social purposes also. No particular ceremony is 
required for consecrating mosques and dedicating 
them to the worship of God, as is the case with 
temples and churches. Any building that is used 
for the purpose of congregational prayers by the 
Muslims is a mosque. 


No structural design has been prescribed for a 
mosque, nor is a mosque divided into naves and 
transepts, nor does it possess anything resembling 
an altar. There are no pictures or images in a 
mosque nor relics of saints. The Muslims gather 
for Divine worship in the simplest possible manner 
and Islamic religious services are free from all 


artistic and emotional distractions. There is no 
music or singing, no temple dances, no priestly 
vestments, no burning of candles and no attempt 
to create an emotional atmosphere by the aid or 
organs or incense. The light inside a mosque is 
not dimmed artificially to create an atmosphere of 
awe and no images of saints divert the attention 
of worshippers from God. At the appointed hour 
the worshippers collect in the mosque and arrange 
themselves in rows to indicate that, having 
concluded their individual worship in their homes 
or in the masque, they are now ready to offer 
collective worship to God. 


Mosques are used not solely for the purposes of 
congregational and individual worship but for 
all kinds of religious and intellectual pursuits. 
They serve as schools and for the celebration of 
marriages, as courts of law and places of meeting 
where plans are settled for the social and economic 
progress of the community.”

Hadhrat Mirza Bashiruddin Mahmood Ahmad ® 
Khalifatul Masih II 
1889-1965 


Hadhrat Mirza Bashiruddin Mahmood Ahmad”, Khalifatul Masih Il, was born on January |2, 1889. His 
birth was the fulfillment of a great prophecy, which was vouchsafed to the Promised Messiah* in 
advance in the form of a divine revelation. In this revelation, 51 immaculate characteristics were 
described regarding a “promised son” to the Hadhrat Mirza Ghulam Ahmad’. 


The larger commentary of the Holy Qur’an (Tafseer-e-Kabeer) and the concise commentary of the Holy 
Qur'an (Tafseer-e-Saghir) are among his greatest works. He also initiated a scheme known as Tehrik- 
e-Jadid in 1934, which faciliated the construction of Ahmadiyya mosques and missions throughout 
the world. He organized the Jama’at into several auxiliary organizations in order to strengthen the 
general body of the Jama’at. Under his leadership, Ahmadiyyat progressed rapidly and reached 75 
countries of the world. 


Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih II‘ breathed his last on November 8, 1965, marking the end of an incredibly 
blessed and productive 5! years as second khalifa.

he Balt Qur’an lays down clearly 
that a mosque, which is the house 
of God, belongs to no human being 
and that all places of worship belong to 
Allah. Man simply performs the function 
of a custodian. Therefore, the doors of a 
mosque are open to all those who desire 
to worship the One and only True God. It 
is, however, quite clear that no god except 
God is permitted to be worshipped in a 
mosque. This restriction is reasonable 
and no legitimate objection can be raised 
against it. Hence the idols and images that 
some people worship are not allowed to be 
brought into the mosque, but anyone who 
wants to worship the One and only True 
God with a sincere heart and without any 
ulterior motive may worship Him freely 
in a mosque. Allah grants this permission 
and commands us not to stand in his or 
her way. This would be clear from the 
practice and traditions of the Holy Prophet 
Muhammad™, on whom be peace. When

the Jews of Khaiber and the Christians of 
Najrancame under Muslim government, the 
Prophet Muhammad ™* gave them complete 
freedom of belief and worship. It has been 
reliably reported that when the Christians 
of Najran came to Madinah the Prophet 
Muhammad * permitted them to perform 
the rites of their worship in their own way 
in the Prophet’s Mosque. When some 
companions of the Prophet Muhammad “ 
objected to this, he reprimanded them by 
reminding them that a mosque belongs to 
Allah. Therefore, the Christians turned their 
faces to the East and prayed in their own 
way. The Holy Qur’an states: “A// places 
of worship belong to Allah: So call not on 
anyone beside Allah. When the servant of 
Allah stands up praying to Him, they crowd 
upon him, well nigh suffocating him.”

Hadhrat Mirza Nasir Ahmad", Khalifatul Masih Ill, was born on November 15, 1909, the eldest son 
of the second khalifa, Hadhrat Mirza Bashiruddin Mahmood Ahmad”. 


Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih Ill" committed the entire Holy Qur’an to memory in his early childhood. 
He was educated at Baliol College in Oxford, England, and later was appointed the President of 
several key auxiliary organizations including Majlis Khuddamul Ahmadiyya and the Central Ansarullah 
Organization. He was elected as the third successor of the Promised Messiah** on November 8, 
1965. 


Among his notable achievements was the initiation of the Nusrat Jehan Scheme for the uplift of 
education and healthcare in six West African nations. He also introduced the slogan,‘‘Love for All, 
Hatred for None” to the worldwide Ahmadiyya community, and initiated the Centennial Jubilee 
Scheme in 1973. During his khilafat, the famous revelation of the Promised Messiah®:"Kings shall 
seek blessings from thy garments,” was fulfilled when Al Haj FM. Singhate, the Governor-General 
of The Gambia, accepted Ahmadiyyat. Hadhrat Mirza Nasir Ahmad‘’s leadership as the third 
khalifa extended for over 17 years. He breathed his last on June 9, 1982.

4 he building of places of worship, such 

as mosques, dedicated to the one and 
only one God, is indeed among the noblest 
of tasks, but alas, the places of worship are 
sometimes built with mixed intentions. They 
are not always entirely and purely dedicated 
to the worship of Allah alone. 


Islam stands out among religions in its total 
commitment to the unity of God. Yet it does 
not permit its adherents to interfere with the 
beliefs and practices of idolatrous religions. 
The principle teaching in this regard, without 
compromise, is given in Chapter 2, Verse 257 
of the Holy Qur’an: “There is no compulsion 
in religion.” 


This contains, indeed, the fundamental 
principle of religious practices and beliefs. 
This principle also implies that those who 
believe in the unity of God cannot be denied 
the right to worship in mosques. The doors 


“ ee 


of the Muslim mosques must therefore always 
remain open to the followers of all religions, 
who believe in the unity of God. As far as 
physical access is concerned, even idolaters 
are not denied. That which is forbidden 
is only to pay homage to anyone besides 
God. The Muslim places of worship must 
entirely remain dedicated to God alone in all 
sincerity. 


It must be remembered that, according to 
Islam, the status of a place of worship, in 
the sight of Allah, is not related to physical 
grandeur or outstanding architectural design. 
The greatness of a mosque depends entirely on 
the fear of God and the sincerity with which 
the worshippers bow and prostrate therein.”

Hadhrat Mirza Tahir Ahmad", Khalifatul Maih IV, was born on December 18, 1928 in Qadian. He was 
the son of Hadhrat Mirza Bashiruddin Mahmood Ahmad ®, Khalifatul Masih II. 


After graduating from Jamia Ahmadiyya (Training Academy) in Rabwah, he pursued further education 
at the School of Oriental and African Studies in England for 2 1/2 years. He then dedicated his 
life for the service of Ahmadiyyat, serving as, among other things, in-charge of Wagf-e-jadid and 
President of Majlis Khuddamul Ahmadiyya. After the passing of Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih Ill" in 1982, 
Mirza Tahir Ahmad ™ was elected the fourth khalifa. Due to escalating persecution in Pakistan, he 
moved to England in 1984. During his khilafat, Ahmadiyyat grew exponentially and an unprecedented 
expansion of mosques took place worldwide. Muslim Television Ahmadiyya was also initated under 
his khilafat in 1992. 


Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV was known for his excellent oratory skills and writing. He authored 
several landmark books including Murder in the Name of Allah, Islam’s Response to Contemporary Issues, 
Christianity - A Journey from Facts to Fiction and Revelation, Rationality, Knowledge, and Truth. He passed 
away in England on April 19, 2003.

ui | is a great blessing of Allah on the 
Ahmadiyya Community that He is 
enabling us to build mosques in every region 
and every city of the world. Always remember 
that the dues of building mosques can only be 
honored when one goes to the mosque with 
the intention that people should gather there 
for worship of God and purely for worship 
of God. Only then will one be truly rewarded 
and only then will each believer be deemed as 
paying the dues of the purpose of his creation; 
will be deemed as fulfilling the objective for 
which Allah the Exalted has created man. 
Allah declares in the Holy Qur’an: “And I 
have not created the Jinn and the men but that 
they may worship me.” (51:57). Therefore, 
whether one is a person of great position, 
is a person of great rank and grandeur, is a 
very wealthy person, or is a very poor person, 
Allah the Exalted has stated the objective of 
the creation of both kinds of people as this 
alone that they worship Him. 

These mosques signify that everyone, rich 
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and poor, gathers in one place and discarding 
all worldly positions and ranks stands 
together most humbly in the presence of 
Allah to worship Him. So that they may turn 
to God, bow before Him as one entity and 
seek His blessings. When worship of God is 
observed as one entity, so that the grace of 
His blessings is increased more than before, 
then Allah the Exalted also rewards such 
worship twenty-seven times more. If one 
harbors discriminatory feelings of wanting to 
stand next to such and such and not wishing 
to stand next to such and such or that such 
and such has newly taken their Ba’ait and one 
presumes their status to be less than one, then, 
despite the fact that one is in a mosque for 
the worship of God, one is not worthy of this 
reward.”

Sahibzada Mirza Masroor Ahmad ** was born on September 15, 1950 in Rabwah, Pakistan. He is the 
son of Hadhrat Sahibzada Mirza Mansoor Ahmad”, a grandson of the Promised Messiah *. 


In 1977, he devoted his life for Islam, and as directed by Khalifatul Masih Ill", Hadhrat Mirza Masroor 
Ahmad*"* proceeded to Ghana under the Nusrat Jahan Scheme.This social, educational and economic 
development scheme supports a large number of hospitals and schools in West Africa. He was the 
founding principal of the Ahmadiyya Secondary School Salaga, a school in the northern region of 
Ghana, where he served for two years. In 1985, Mirza Masroor Ahmad*® returned to Pakistan and 
in 1997, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV" appointed him as Nazir e A’ala (chief executive director) of 
Sadr Anjuman Ahmadiyya Pakistan as well as the local Amir. 


In 1999, Sahibzada Mirza Masroor Ahmad*” had the additional distinction of becoming a prisoner in 
the name of Allah, in Rabwah, Pakistan. He was released later that year. He was elected fifth khalifa 
on April 22, 2003, and has overseen the rapid progress of Ahmadiyyat over the last 5 years. 
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“Mosque” (in Arabic, “Masjid’) refers to a 
lace built solely for the worship of Allah. 
Therefore, no polytheistic practice or worship can 
be performed in it. The Holy Prophet Muhammad* 
has made things easy for us and has given a broad 
significance regarding the use of the term “mosque” 
by stating that “The whole Earth has been made 
a Mosque for me.” So, worship can be performed 
in all clean and quiet places of the world whether 
roofed or unroofed, inside or outdoors. However, 
the construction of a mosque is considered to be 
a very meritorious deed in Islam. The Prophet 
Muhammad “* has also said: “He who builds a 
Mosque for Allah, Allah builds a house for him in 
paradise.” The purpose of worship is to develop 
closer ties with the Creator, so mosques are built 
in every Muslim village and town to facilitate the 
believers to achieve this objective individually as 
well as collectively. 


In the early days of Islam, mosques, besides being 
used for the worship of God, were also centers 
used for educational, training, social, cultural and 
administrative purposes. This is still true today, 
but often separate buildings are now erected 
for social, cultural and political activities and 
gatherings, while mosques are reserved mostly 
for worship, religious ceremonies, and education. 


Mosques are simple structures. Their domes 
and minarets distinguish them outwardly from 
other places of worship, including churches, 
synagogues and temples. At times, mosques 
have intricate Islamic art work and tiles that 
have distinguished them from other buildings. 
However, inside mosques there are no divisions, 
pews, naves, transepts or anything that resembles 
an altar. There are no pictures, images or artistic 
beauty displayed, nor is music or singing carried 
out in the mosque. In short, there are no artificial 
ways adopted to create an atmosphere of awe in 
the worshipper. 


There are no special places reserved in the 


mosque for any 
individuals except 
for the Imam (the 
leader for the 
congregation), 
which is in the 
center of the 
mosque in_ the 
front row. The rest 
of the believers

any distinction of any kind. However, men and 
women offer their prayers in separate prayer 
halls and there is no mixing of genders in the 
congregation. 


Believers gather in their neighborhood mosque 
five times every day for divine worship and offer 
prayers individually as well as in the congregation 
in the simplest manner. A mosque allows one to 
be near truthful friends and company, and offers 
an excellent and equal opportunity to rise to the 
highest pinnacles of spiritual progress. However, 
believers — men and women alike — will derive 
benefit from the mosque according to their own 
personal endeavors, sincerity, devotion and 
sacrifices. 


Etiquettes of the Mosque 

m= A mosque symbolically represents the Sacred 
Mosque in Makkah, Arabia, about which God 
says in the Holy Qur’an: “Purify My House 
for those who perform the circuit and for those 
who remain therein for devotion and those who 
bow down and fall prostrate in Prayer.” So a 
mosque should always be kept clean and pure for 
worshippers. Thus, the cleaning of a mosque and 
its surroundings is a directive of God and a very 
meritorious task. Conversely, littering or spitting 
in the mosque, on its walls, stairs, elevators or 
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A mosque in Izmir Alsancak, Turkey. 


parlors, is loathsome and prohibited. 


@ One should go to the mosque with a clean 
body, clean clothes and a pure mind. Brushing 
one’s teeth and performing Wudhu (ablution) at 
home or in the mosque before offering prayers is 
obligatory, and the conservative use of perfume 
or cologne is recommended. The Holy Prophet® 
has prohibited the eating of such foods that could 
produce offensive bad breath and odors, such 
as raw onions and garlic, before going to the 
mosque. 


= One should proceed to the mosque with 
dignity, keeping a normal pace. It is unseemly to 
run or rush towards prayer. 


= Upon entering the mosque, worshippers are 
encouraged to recite the following prayer quietly. 
In Arabic: Bismillahissalato Wassalamo Ala 
Rasoolillahi. Allahummaghfir li Zonubi Waftah li 
Abwaaba Rahmatika. Translation: “In the name 
of Allah I enter; peace and blessings be upon the 
Prophet of Allah. O Allah! Forgive me my sins 
and open the doors of Your Mercy upon me.” 


@ Entering the prayer hall with shoes/footwear 
can add dirt to the carpets/mats where worshippers 


bow down and offer their prostrations during 
prayer. It is therefore not permitted. 


m@ After entering the mosque, one should offer 
two voluntary prostrations in prayer (known 
as Nawafil) as a Tahayyatul-Masjid (means of 
purifying the mosque) before seating oneself 
on the floor or carpet provided time is available 
before the congregational prayers. 


@ After one offers her Nawafil/Sunnah (voluntary 
forms of prostration) and is waiting for the 
congregational Salat to begin, the remaining time 
should be spent in the remembrance of Allah. This 
is achieved by invoking Durood, or silent prayers, 
upon the Holy Prophet*. 


™@ Seating in the mosque should begin from the 
first row sitting as close to the Imam as possible. 
On the women’s side. where the Imam is not 
present, this translates to sitting as far forward 
(i.e., towards the first row) as possible. In case 
the first row is full, one should sit quietly in the 
second, or third, and so on. Worshippers are 
encouraged to sit shoulder to shoulder, leaving no 
gaps between any two people. 


m@ = Every row begins exactly from behind the 
Imam (or, on the women’s side, the front row) and 
spreads equally on both sides, keeping the Imam 
always in front of the the center of the row. The 
rows must be kept straight and stand shoulder to 
shoulder without a gap between two people. 


@ Gaps in the rows must be filled by person(s) 
nearest the gaps. Do not jump over anothers’ 
shoulders to fill the gap. 


a Passing in front of a worshipper without 
respecting the line of demarcation is prohibited. 
In the absence of a line of demarcation, however, 
leave enough room for the worshiper to have 
space to perform prostrations and pass beyond 
that space. 


® Religious talks and speeches, meetings and 
discussions concerning the community, or those 
that concern matters of a national interest are 
permissible in the mosque, provided that they do 
not disturb the worshippers. 


a One should not stand with arms on one’s 
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back. Sitting in unorganized groups, leaning 
against walls or stretching/extending out one’s 
legs while sitting in the mosque is not allowed. 
Of Course the sick and disabled are allowed to sit 
as is possible for them. 


a Announcements regarding articles lost 
outside the mosque are not permissible in the 
mosque. Discussions concerning trade, business 
and the conversations of a similar nature are also 
prohibited inside the mosque during salat times 


M The placing of carved images or the hanging 
of curtains portraying images or photos is not 
permissible in the mosque. 


B@ Talking, while others are still engaged in 
Sunnah or Nawafil, is not permissible. Similarly, 
making noise or behaving in a manner that could 
distract or disturb worshippers is not permitted in 
the mosque. 


i Mothers with infants or small children 
should remain in the rooms usually allocated in 
the mosque for that purpose. Men with children 
accompanying them should also move to another 
room or go temporarily outside the men’s prayer 
area if their child is becoming loud or boisterous. 
Young children should not be left unattended at 
any time by respective guardians for reasons of 
safety and security as well as to ensure peace and 
silence during worship. 


| After the completion of the obligatory 
prayers, Tasbihaat (invocations) should be 
offered. Specifically, one should quietly utter 
*‘Subhanallah’ (Holy is Allah), ‘Alhamdolillah’ 
(All Praise belongs to Allah) and ‘Allaho-Akbar’ 
(Allah is Great) 33 times each, and this ritual 
should be concluded with ‘La Ilaha illallah’ (There 
is no God but Allah). The remaining Sunnah/Nafl 
(voluntary prayers) should then be offered. 


™@ Conversation, after completion of obligatory 
Prayers and Sunnah, is permitted. Worshippers 
should introduce themselves to others to increase 
their circle of acquaintances. They should 
be cheerful and extend a cordial welcome to 
guests and visitors in order to strengthen mutual 
relationships. This is true for both women and 
men in their respective prayer areas. 


a Upon leaving the mosque, the following 
prayer should be offered quietly. (In Arabic): 
Bismillahissalato Wassalamo Ala Rasoolillahi. 
Allahummaghfir li Zonubi Waftah li Abwaaba 
Fadhleka. Translation: ‘In the name of Allah, 
I enter here. Peace and Blessings be upon the 
Prophet of Allah. O Allah! Forgive me my sins 
and open the doors of Your bounties upon me.’ 


Jumu‘a, or Friday Prayer, Etiquettes 


@ Taking a bath before Jumu‘a prayers is a 
tradition of the Holy Prophet*, and he has also 
emphasized it greatly. 


M Arriving at the mosque early is much more 
blessed than arriving late. The Holy Prophet* 
said, “He who arrives at the mosque for Jumu‘a in 
the earliest hour earns a reward equivalent to the 
sacrifice of a camel; the one coming next earns 
the reward of slaughtering a cow; after that of a 
goat; after that of a hen, and after that of an egg.” 
(Al Bukhari and Muslim) 


@ Scholars and learned people should sit closest 
to the Imam. 


M@ The sermon of the Imam on Jumu’a is a formal 
part of the prayer service. Therefore, worshippers 
must observe complete silence during the sermon, 
and listen to it attentively. 


@ Talking & text messaging during the sermons 
is strictly prohibited. Even asking someone to 
observe silence is not allowed. It should be done 
only with a quiet gesture. Cellular phones should 
be turned off 


™@ Do not occupy a place vacated by someone 
temporarily, as they may intend to return. 
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The Holy Ka'‘aba is visited by thousands of | 
worshippers daily. 
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bu Kharja, Hadhrat Zaid bin Saqib ™, who 

was the Ansari Companion of the Prophet 
of Islam“, as well as one of the script writers of 
revelations, narrated the following Hadith: 


“The Prophet of Islam said that I am leaving 
behind two of my successors for you as my 
‘memoirs.’ The first is the Book of Allah 
and the second is my ‘/tarat.’

The word “/taraf’ connotes not only spiritual 
and physical descendants, but also contemplates 
the khulufa. This is clearly proven by a statement 
made by the first khalifa, Hadhrat Abu Bakr”: 


“Nahno Itarat Rasul Allah wa Baizatuhu. 

[We are the descendants of the Prophet of 

Islam and the center of prophethood.]” 
—Nahaya Ibn e Aseer. 


These words of Hadhrat Abu Bakr®™ clearly are 
revealing of the system of khilafat and those who 
will lead it. 


The Prophet of Islam* delivered the following 
prayer for his khulufa: 


“Allah Humma Ar hum, Khulfai Ala Zina 
Yatuna min Baadi, Alazi Yarauna Ahadeesi 
was sunnati, was ya Alamo nahan Naas. 
{Oh my God, have mercy on my khulufa 
who will come after me and who will tell 
people my Hadith and my Sunnah and ask 
them to act accordingly. ]” 
—Jamia as Sageer us Siooti, Vol. 1, p. 92. 


The background of this grand prayer of the Prophet 
of Islam * is this that Allah has mentioned in Holy 
Qur’an that Muslims should hold tight to the rope 
of Allah and not engage in divisions of their unity. 
It is proven from the Hadith of the Prophet of 


Islam* that “hub lallah” 
or “the rope of Allah” 
refers to the Holy Qur’an

This further indicates that 
there is strong relation 
between the Holy Qur’an 
and the khulufa. Islam’s 
progress depends upon 
khilafat. The khulufa 
are the living examples of the spirit of the Holy 
Qur’an. It is for this reason that the Prophet of 
Islam “, while mentioning the disorders of the 
latter days, said that in that age only the Book of 
Allah would guarantee protection to Muslims, 
because it has all the information about the new 
age as well as the ages that have passed. It will 
act as a judge and will give its verdicts when 
differences arise. It is the rope of Allah. It will 
always stay fresh and its extraordinary features 
will never go away. 

—Tirmizi, Bab e Maa Jaa fil Qur’an. 


The Prophet of Islam * also left the following will 
for the Muslims: 


“Fa alikum bisunti was suntan hul Khulfa 
e Rashedeen al Muhtadeen fa tamas kun 
bi has was ozoo elai ha bin nawajiz. When 
you have too many differences among you, 
you should fully obey me and my Khulufa 
e Rashideen, the guided ones. You should 
embrace them and hold them tight the 
same way as you hold something with your 
teeth.” 
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Moreover, the Prophet™ said: 


“Faa in Raito Yauma is Khalifa tullah fil 
Arz e fal zim wa in nohi ka, Jiamoka wa 
okhe za Malik. [In the age that will be full 
of disorders, your duty is to see the khalifa 
of Allah on earth and hold on to him closely, 
even if your whole body is injured or starts 
bleeding and all your wealth is lost in doing 
SO.) 


(Masnad Ahmed Bin Hambul, Vol. 5, p. 403) 
The Prophet™ further remarked: 


“Inna Rasul Allah Qala Ya tii Imam ul Ulama 
Bi Rabwah ta. [The Imam of the godly and 
scholarly people of Allah will come from an 
elevated land.]” 


Hadhrat Imam Bukhari in his book Kitab ul 
Ambiyya has mentioned the views of Hadhrat 
Qaiza about “Aseehabis” — those who rebelled 
at the time of Hadhrat Abu Bakr ™. These 
rebellious individuals refused to obey khilafat 
and maintained: 


“An Nagzt un Nabuwata Bi moti hi Fala 
natih ahada Badi. {After the Prophet®, the 
Prophethood has ended in any shape or form 
and after that we will not obey anybody. ]” 


There is a famous saying that history repeats 
itself. The Aseehabis in early Islamic history 
closely resemble members of the Lahori group of 
Ahmadis, who also refused to obey the khulufa of 
Ahmadiyyat. 


The reader will be amazed to find out that the 
National Assembly of Pakistan passed a resolution 
on September 7, 1974, that showed a close 
resemblance to the point of view of the rebellious 
group at the time of Hadhrat Abu Bakr". That 
is to say, the resolution embodied defiance to 
khilafat. The drink that was prepared by those 
who denied Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih I", the 
same drink was presented by the Parliamentary 
House of Pakistan in a different pitcher. 


A final word of the Promised Messiah** showing 


the high office of khilafat and its grandeur and 
peace of heart for others is given in the following 
excerpt. While explaining the sixth level of 
roohaniat (spirituality) he writes: 


“This is the same status at which the personal 
love of a momin [believer] reaches its peak and 
it attracts the personal love of Allah towards him, 
then the personal love of Allah enters the momin 
and engulfs him completely. This gives a new and 
extraordinary power to the momin. It gives such 
strength to his faith as if a new life as been infused 
into his dead heart. It actually enters into a momin 
and performs the work of the soul. This light 
illuminates all his faculties. He gets the support of 
the Angel Gabriel (Roh ul Qudus) [Holy Spirit] and 
those doors of knowledge and understanding are 
opened on him that are beyond the reach of human 
faculties. After he has traversed all the stations of 
spiritual progress, due to those virtual perfections 
that are bestowed upon him by the real perfections 
of God, a momin is given the title of ‘Khalifa 
tullah ’(khalifa of Allah) in the Heavens. When a 
person stands before a mirror, all the features of 
his face are reflected perfectly in the mirror. In the 
same way the momin of that status not only gets 
rid of his inner self but also takes this work of 
the annihilation of his inner self and his humility 
to such a level, that nothing is left behind of his 
own self and he becomes just like a mirror. Then 
all the signs of goodness of Allah are gathered 
into him. Just as we say that a mirror that takes all 
the features of the person who stands before it, 
becomes the khalifa of the face, the same way a 
momin Virtually takes the morals and attributes of 
God into him and takes on the status of a khalifa 
of God. He virtually becomes the reflection of the 
attributes of Allah. Like the way Allah is hidden 
behind so many curtains and his entity is infinite, 
so in the same way this perfect momin in his self 
is hidden behind so many curtains and is far off. 
The world cannot really understand the reality 
behind his person.”

This is the last mosque inaugurated by 
Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V** in the first 
century of Khilafat, on April 29, 2008, in 
Abuja, Nigeria 
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n the Holy Qur’an, we are guided by Almighty 

Allah: “You cannot attain to righteousness 
unless you spend out of that which you love; and 
whatever you spend, Allah surely knows it well” 
(Chapter 3, Verse 93). 


The Holy Prophet Muhammad® has said that 
whoever builds a mosque for Allah, Allah, The 
Exalted shall build a house for such a one in 
paradise. 


As members of Lajna Imaillah (The Organization 
of Allah’s Maid Servants), we recite the following 
as part of our Pledge to Khilafat: “I affirm that I 
shall always be ready to sacrifice my life, property, 
time and children for the cause of the faith and the 
community. I shall always adhere to the truth and 
shall always be prepared to make every sacrifice 
for the perpetuation of the Ahmadiyya Khilafat’ 
(nsha’Allah). 


Historically, the concept and philosophy of 
giving of ourselves, our abilities, our wealth and 
possessions in the way of Allah is not new to 
women. Every religion recounts many examples 
of pious and dedicated women who have rendered 
great services for the cause and propagation of their 
Faith. In fact, one of the most significant building 
blocks of Islam resulted from the sacrifices made 
by Hadhrat Hajra*. When Hadhrat Ibrahim 
** took Hadhrat Hajra* and Hadhrat Ismael * 
towards Makkah and left them there with a bag 
of dates and a container of water, Hadhrat Hajra 
** never once looked back and said ‘If God, the 
Almighty, has commanded that we be left here, 
then He Himself will protect us. Why should we 
worry?’ So she stayed there and Allah enabled the 
spring of Zamzam to gush out. Caravans began 
to stop and use the water from that spring by her 
permission and when a tribe was established there, 


Hadhrat ismael* was made their chief. It is from 
the womb of such heroic sacrifices that a prophet 
as magnificent as the Holy Prophet Muhammad “™ 
emerged through the lineage of Hadhrat Ismael”. 


In the days of the Prophet“, women accomplished 
phenomenal deeds of sacrifice by giving their 
property, life and children for the propagation of 
Islam. In fact, whenever the Prophet ** had a need 
of special sacrifice, hesaw always used to appeal 
to women because he knew that once a woman 
decided to sacrifice, she would sacrifice to an 
extraordinary level. Once after Eid prayers, when 
the Prophet * was in need of funds, he made an 
appeal to the women who immediately removed 
their jewelry and donated it to the fund. The 
Prophet * told one of his Companions to collect 
the jewelry, so he walked around collecting the 
jewelry in a sack while the women were sitting 
with their faces covered by their veils. Presently 
a girl from a rich family took a gold bracelet off 
her arm and put it in the collection sack. When the 
Prophet“ saw that she had made a large donation 
for the sake of Allah, he said ‘your other arm also 
begs to be saved from the fire of hell.’ At this she 
donated her second bracelet as well. 


During the age of the Promised Messiah *, 
we also find that Ahmadi women have made 
extraordinary sacrifices; often times beyond their 
means and capability. The Promised Messiah * 
once said, “The Mosque has to be extended and 
for this purpose a request was made to members 
to contribute. Some members started giving their 
pledges. The Promised Messiah * said: “Let me 
go and ask my wife inside the house.” So he went 
inside and then after a little while came back and 
said that my wife, (Hadhrat Amma Jaan) has 
pledged to sell her jewelry and give one thousand 
rupees in the fund to construct the Mosque.” 
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Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IT writes: “In this 
age too, if we observe, we can see that women’s 
sacrifices for the cause of religion, are not any 
less. In the 1920s, when I launched the movement 
to collect funds for the Berlin Mosque, women, 
who were a lot less in number than all of you 
sitting here, took off their jewelry and asked to 
sell it and add the money to the mosque fund. The 
women sacrificed so much at that time that within 
a month, they collected 100,000 rupees for the 
mosque.” 


Here are some examples of Mosques built by the 
sacrifices of Anmadi Women: 


The London Mosque. The Berlin Mosque could 
not be built because the German government had 
imposed some conditions causing the construction 
of the mosque to be more expensive. When the 
land purchased for the Berlin Mosque was sold, it 
generated 50,000 rupees in excess of the original 
price. That money was then used to build the 
London Mosque. In this way, the first Ahmadi 
Mosque in London, Fazal Mosque was built by 
the enormous sacrifices of women from Qadian 
who gave up jewelry, chickens and goats for 
this cause. The construction of this mosque was 
started on September 28, 1925 and inaugurated 
on October 3, 1926. To this day, thousands of 
Ahmadis visit the Fazal Mosque and send praises 
for the sacrifices of our earlier Ahmadi sisters. 


The Holland Mosque. In 1950, Hadhrat 
Khalifatul Masih II made an appeal to Ahmadi 
women in Rabwah for donations for the Holland 
Mosque. In a sermon, dated May 12, 1950, 
Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih H™ said: “Furthermore, 
they (women) have given this contribution in 
a manner, that the less the money they have, 
the greater their spirit of giving. Although men 
possess more money, they have shown less 
courage in giving. Women possess less money, 
but they think about earning Allah’s pleasure by 
sacrificing whatever they have, even though they 
do not have much.” During Jalsa Salana in 1956, 
Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih II™ said: “This year, 


Fazal Mosque in London was funded by the 
sacrifices of women from Qadian 


by the Grace of Allah, a magnificent mosque has 
been built in Holland only with the help of Lajna’s 
contribution. Ladies took the sole responsibility 
for the contribution for the Holland mosque. I 
had estimated one hundred thousand rupees for 
the project, but 174,000 rupees have been spent. 
They had provided a donation of 74,000 rupees. 
It means that there is a need for an additional 
amount of 96,000 rupees. Thus I encourage the 
ladies to collect 96,000 rupees quickly so that the 
Holland mosque can be theirs.” 


The Nusrat Jahan Mosque, Denmark. In 1964, 
Hadhrat Maryam Siddique™ proposed to Hadhrat 
Khalifatul Masih IT™ that Lajna Imaillah build 
a mosque in Denmark. At that time, the Ahmadi 
women collected rupees 600,000.00. This first 
historic mosque was located in Copenhagen, 
Denmark and named Nusrat Jahan Mosque. 
During it’s inauguration by Hadhrat Khalifatul 
Masih HI™, on July 21, 1967, Huzoor ** said, 
“Our Master and Sole Sustainer! Make this house 
a house of peace and security. May Your glowing 
light illuminate every heart, and may all of our 
hearts be filled with the love of your most beloved, 
the chief benefactor of mankind, the Holy Prophet 
Muhammad", Ameen.” 


The Khadijah Masjid, East Berlin, Germany. In 
1989, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV™ announced 
a scheme to construct one hundred mosques 
in Germany. Under this scheme the Lajna of 
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Germany also made a pledge to construct one 
mosque with contributions from Ahmadi women. 
On May 28, 2001, the Lajna Germany under the 
auspices of Amir Jama ’at Germany, made a formal 
request to Huzoor™ to grant them permission. 
Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV" granted them the 
permission and named the structure “Khadijah 
Masjid.” Honoring the original request of Hadhrat 
Khalifatul Masih II™, the Lajna of Germany once 
again approached Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V*™ 
to grant them permission to construct “Khadijah 
Masjid’. The permission was granted to them and 
they were instructed to work on the project with 
full speed. 


In his sermon dated December 
29, 2006, Huzoor ** said: In 
historical terms as well as inthe 
current situation, the building 
of this mosque has been a 
challenge for the Community. 
It was a great wish of Hadhrat 
Khalifatul Masih II to have 
a mosque built in Berlin and 
donations were collected for 
this purpose. However due 
to the political situation of 
that time this donation was 
used for the construction of the Fazl Mosque in 
London. Huzoor*™ said as it has been explained 
before these donations were collected by ladies 
of India, in particular Qadian. At that time one 
hundred thousand rupees was a huge amount and 
the bulk of this came from the disadvantaged 
women of Qadian who had donated their chickens 
and goats and other household items.

Huzoor ** said the Berlin mosque held great 
significance for him for it is after decades that 
the state of affairs have allowed for us to begin 
its construction. With the fall of the Berlin Wall, 
Allah has created the circumstances to fulfill our 
wish and we should be prompt in taking advantage 
of the agreeable situation. Directly addressing the 
congregation as well as the Ahmadis worldwide 
via MTA, Huzoor* asked for prayers that all goes 
well on January 2, 2007, when the inauguration is

planned. Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V™ said in his 
sermon: “My main objective and desire that has 
brought me here was to lay the foundation stone 
of the mosque of Berlin. From the minarets of our 
mosques the rays of the spiritual light, of the last 
and the perfect religion of Allah, will spread in 
all directions. These mosques will become the 
symbol of peace in this country.” 


Finally, the foundation stone for the Khadijah 
Masjid was laid on Jan 02, 2007 almost eighty four 
years after the first appeal of Hadhrat Khalifatul 
Masih II™ on Feb 02, 1923, to establish a mosque 
in Berlin, Germany. At the ceremony, Hadhrat 
Khalifatul MasihV * laid the first foundation 
stone. The next stone was 
laid by Sahibzadi Amatus 
Subooh, wife of Hadhrat 
Khalifatul MasihV **, The 
remaining foundation 
stones were all laid down by 
the executive members of 
Lajna Germany including 
the Lajna President of 
Germany. 


Thus, we find that many 
mosques were _ built 
worldwide by the financial sacrifices of Ahmadi 
women. In addition, we have several examples of 
ladies who either funded the construction of the 
mosques or donated land on an individual basis, 
and these are worthy of mention. 


Individual Contributions of Ahmadi Ladies 
towards Mosques or Land 


Sisters Bilquis Ajibode in Nigeria, Shafya 
Okaray, in Bakare, Nigeria, Al Haja Fatima Ali 
for the Jamay Masjid Ajibade, Nigeria, and Sario 
in Abadan, Nigeria were instrumental in building 
these various Mosques all over Nigeria. Sister 
Khizar Sultana was responsible for the Masjid 
Khizar Sultana in Rabwah. Sister Maryam Bi 
donated the land for the Mosque in the Fiji Islands. 
The late Mrs. Maryam Bi donated a parce! of land 
in 1966 with the hope of building a mosque. Her 
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children constructed Masjid Bilal on the land, 
which is located in Nasarwaqa, Vanua Levu. Sister 
Tooba Tabki donated a plot where Baitul Mahdi 
was built in the Fiji Islands. Its inauguration was 
performed on August 20, 2004. In Mauritius, the 
land was donated by Mrs. Zulekha Soodhun in 
1944. Later on, it was reconstructed by Maulana 
Ismail Munir and completed by Maulana Aslam 
Qureshi and was called Masjid Mubarak in 
Mauritius. In 1958, Noor Mosque of Port - Louis 
was built in Pailles of wood and iron sheets during 
Missionary Fazal [lahi Basir’s stay. Mrs. Ghoolam 
Hussain funded the 
concrete reconstruction 
and Sahibzada Mirza 
Wasim Ahmad ™ laid 
its foundation stone 
in 2002. Maulana | 
Ataul Mujeeb Rashid 
inaugurated the first 
floor in 2003. Mrs. 
Salima Sookia donated 
a land in Stanley area 
of the city of Rose- 
Hill in 2000. It was 
inaugurated by Hadhrat 
Mirza Waseem Ahmad 
™ in 2001. It was financed on behalf of Khatoon 
Taujoo, Amina Taujoo and Mohammad Taujoo 
by M. Shams Taujoo. Similarly, many ladies in 
Ghana also donated mosques and land. 


Close Relationship with Allah through the

In 1950, Mrs. Aziza Walter accepted Ahmadiyyat 
in Holland. She loved The Hague Mosque that 
was built by Ahmadi women’s contributions.

Her prayers were 
accepted and she used to receive glad tidings 
from Allah.

he Holy Prophet Muhammad * prophesied 

that the Promised Messiah would be raised 
near a white minaret, east of Damascus. This 
prophecy was fulfilled with the advent of Hadhrat 
Mirza Ghulam Ahmad * in Qadian, India, a city 
situated east of Damascus. Hadhrat Ahmad * 
decide to give the fulfillment of this prophecy a 
concrete shape. On March 13, 1903, he laid the 
foundation stone of Minaratul Masih, with three 
objectives in mind: 


¢ The muezzin should call out the Adhan 
from it five times daily. 

¢ Bright lamps shall be fixed on the top of 
the minaret to serve as a symbolic source of 
illumination for the world. 

¢ A clock shall be fitted on the top to strike 
the hours of the day for the benefit of the 
people. It shall indicate that present is the 
time when the doors of heaven are open and 
that there is no need of any holy war with 
the sword.

Facts about Rabwah 


Ro lies on the Lahore Sarghoda road, 
six miles from Chiniot across the Chenab 
River towards Sargodha. The town stretches 3 
miles from west to east and two miles north to 
south. The foundation stone of Rabwah was laid 
by Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih {I* on September 
20, 1948. Huzoor™ credited the establishment 
of Rabwah to Hadhrat Nawab Muhammad Din, 
a retired Deputy Commissioner, who acquired 
the original land lease. Maulana Jalaluddin 
Shams suggested the name ‘Rabwah’ (In Arabic, 
‘elevated place’) which is mentioned in the Holy 
Qur’an as the place of refuge granted by Allah 
to Hadhrat Isa (Jesus)* and Hadhrat Maryam”.

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“one who is more unjust than he who 
prohibits the name of Allah being glorified 
in Allah’s Mosques and seeks to ruin them? It was 
not proper for such men to enter them except in 
fear. For them is disgrace in this world: and theirs 
shall be a great punishment in the next.” (Holy 
Qur’an, 2:115). 


This injunction of the Holy Qur’an is the magna 
carta of the freedom of worship for Muslim 
followers. In spite of the words of the Holy 
Qur’an, the persecution of the Ahmadiyya Muslim 
Community continues today. 


Early on, the opposition did not involve any 
government or state regulations. This, however, 
changed in 1974, when Pakistan enacted a law 
to declare Ahmadis out of the pale of Islam; in 
direct contrast to the convictions of the Founder 
of Pakistan, Mohammad Ali Jinnah, who declared 
his policy with regards to religious practices three 
days prior to the nation’s independence thus: 


“If you change your past and work together in 
a spirit that every one of you... 1s first, second 
and last a citizen of this State with equal rights, 
privileges, and obligations, there will be no 
end to the progress you will make. We should 
begin to work in that spirit, and in the course all 
these angularities of. the majority and minority 
communities, the Hindu community and_ the 
Muslim community -- because even as regard 
to Muslim you have Pathans, Punjabis, Shias, 
Sunnis, and so on -- will vanish. To my mind, 
this problem of religious differences has been 
the greatest hindrance in the progress of India. 
Therefore, we must learn a lesson from this. You 
are free; you are free to go to your temples, you 
are free to go to your mosques or to any other 
places of worship in this State of Pakistan. You 
may belong to any religion or caste or creed--that 


tcome of Religious Intolerance 
jadiyya mosques by radical extremists 


has nothing to do with the business of the State. 
(Mohammad Ali Jinnah, Address at the Karachi 
Club, August 11, 1947). 


Despite the peaceful proclamations of Jinnah, 
religious fanatics targeted minority religious 
groups only six years later, pushing a martial 
law declaring formal opposition to the message 
of Mirza Ghulam Ahmad *, the founder of the 
Ahmadiyya Muslim Community. 


In 1974, tensions heightened as Ahmadis were 
formally declared non-Muslim under a blasphemy 
law. This opened the floodgates for looting, 
vandalism, crime, and bigotry, all leveled against 
the Ahmadiyya Muslim Community. These hate 
crimes, which still exist today, are a flagrant 
violation of both international human rights and 
Quranic injunction. 

To counter such opposition, Hadhrat Mirza Tahir 
Ahmad", the fourth successor of the Ahmadiyya 
Muslim Community, enjoined followers to avoid 
responding in kind and to instead build mosques 
in every city of the world. Thus, while enemies 
of the community have pillaged and burned 
hundreds of mosques in Bangladesh, Indonesia, 
and Pakistan, the Jama’at has been blessed with 
15,000 new mosques in the same period when 123 
of Ahmadiyya Mosques were destroyed.

in Italy and the Directorate of Advanced Education in Bénin for the advancement of science in the country. 


As a result of this pact, the Bénin Institute for Mathematics and Physics was created in Bénin in November 
of 1988. 
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Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV™ experiences a vision, in which he is given news of the expansion of 
Ahmadiyyat in French-speaking countries. 


Extensive efforts are made to convey the message of Islam/Ahmadiyyat in the area, which results in 
10,000 new initiations (6a ‘aits) for Bénin this year. 


801,000 individuals joining the Ahmadiyya Muslim community. 


Over 1.2 million people join the Ahmadiyya Muslim community in Bénin. The year is also marked by the 
issuance of a new stamp from the Bénin Postal Service in honor of the philanthropic ettorts of Dr. Abdus 
Salam. The stamp features a picture of the Nobel laureate. Commenting on the expansion of Ahmadis vat 
in Bénin, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV in his UK address said: “There runs an 862 km highway from 
south to north. It is jointly owned by Niger and Bénin. A 576 kilometer portion belongs to Benin and the 
remaining 286 kilometers run through Niger. The Amir of Bénin has informed me that there are 328 cities. 
towns and villages on both sides of the highway. I[t 1s through Allah's grace that Ahmadiyyat has been 
established in all of them. The number who have offered Ba ‘wit has reached [1.3] million. 328 Jami ‘aes 
have been established in this region. 228 chiets and kings have jomed the Jama ‘ar and Allah granted us 
237 mosques along with their Imams.” 
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In December, 50,000 people participate in the Jalsa Salana of Bénin. Abdul Ghani Jehangeer is sent as 
Huzoor'’s envoy to attend the Jalsa, which takes place in Toui, a village situated in what is called the 
‘Department des Collines’. In this 18th Jalsa Salana, a great prophecy of the Promised Messiah* is realized 
by the participation of many kings, who arrive on horseback at the Jalsa site. Hadhrat Ahmad * envisioned 
this in 1869, one hundred thirty-three years before its occurrence. 


Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V*™ travels to Bénin, marking the first time that the Khalifatul Masih has visited 
the nation. During the week of April 4-10, Huzoor * visits many cities, towns and villages, including Porto 
Novo, Parakou, Toui, Alada, and Dassa. 


As it stands today, in this historic centenary year of Khilafate Ahmadiyya, Bénin has 243 Jama’ats, 251 
mosques and 77 mission houses, A/humdolillah. Ten years ago, the number of Ahmadi Muslims in Bénin did 
not exceed 1,000; now, they number in the millions. As of 2002, 57 kings of various Beninois communities 
have joined the Ahmadiyya Muslim Community.

Yielding to his insistance I accompanied this man at evening time to Molvi Muhammad 
Hussain and found him in the mosque in the company of his father. On hearing the explanation of 
Molvi Mohammad Hussain I concluded that there was nothing objectionable, consequently, for the 
sake of Allah I declined to enter into a debate with him. The same night a revelation came to me 
from Allah, the Noble in reference to this incidence: 
Thy God is well pleased with what thou hast done. He will bless thee greatly so much so that Kings 
will seek blessings from thy garments. Thereafter in a waking vision (kashf) | was shown the Kings 
who were riding upon horses. As I had adopted an attitude of humility purely for the sake of God 
and His Messenger, the absolutely Benevolent did not desire to leave me unrewarded.”

Always be mindful that at the time of the birth of Adam, Satan pledged that he would 
definitely tempt people away from their path. Therefore, always remember that the wealth of belict 
is such a wealth that its protection is the most difficult of tasks. For other worldly wealth you can 
make worldly arrangements; put up locks, have guards/sentinels in place. However, this wealth [of 
belief] is such that for its protection one has to constantly make arrangements for the purity of one’s 
nafs (self). For its safety one continually has to endeavor to seck Allah’s blessings, because without 
it, the waylaying Satan is bound to incite man at every step.

4 April: Arrival 

Huzoor*™ was welcomed at the airport by the Amir of the Bénin Jama ‘at with his entire 4 ‘amla (Executive Committee), 
the King of Porto-Novo, the King of Niger and his eleven member entourage. the acting Foreign Minister of Bénin on 
behalf of the President of Bénin, twenty-two members of the media and press. and hundreds of members of various 
Ahmadiyya Muslim Jama ‘at chapters of Bénin. 


Various mayors of Bénin and the neighboring country of Burkina Faso decided to embark on a friendly competition to see 
who would have the best reception for Huzoor*™. One mayor in Bénin appeared to have outperformed everyone else by 
personally traveling 450 km — and about five kilometers outside of his own territory — to welcome Hucoor™. He also 
offered a 20.000 m- parcel of land to the Jama ‘at for the construction of a large hospital to serve the local community. 


5 April 


Huzoor ** inspected the Ahmadiyya medical facilities in the country. 


6 April 

Huzoor*™ was escorted by the two army squad cars from Porto-Novo to Parakou via Alada, where the King and Queen of 
Parakou welcomed Huzoor“™ at their Palace and expressed their affection and respect to their spiritual Imam. From Alada, 
Huzoor *™ traveled to Dassa where the King of Dassa with 41 other lesser kings and chiets, received Huzoor tgdas "™ with 
open arms and deep reverence. Thousands of Ahmadis were lined up on either side of the road to greet Huzoor™. 


7 April 

Huzoor “™ inaugurated Baitul Aafiat mosque in Parakou and also inaugurated a sewing school, which began offering 
sewing lessons on its four sewing machines. Huzoor“™ donated an additional ten machines to this school and instructed 
the Jama ‘at to open two more schools in the north. Huzoor™ also laid the foundation stone for a hospital in Parakou. 393 
people traveled from Semere, a town located at a distance of 370 km, to visit Huzoor."" They requested him to accept their 
Ba‘ait, which Huzoor™ graciously accepted. The next stop was Toul, a location 72 km trom Porto Novo, where 882 people 
joined the Jama‘at and took Ba ‘ait at Huzoor’s hand. 


8 April 
On April 8. the President of Bénin met with Huzoor*™ for 45 minutes and discussed the essential matters of his country. 
He expressed his deep affection and gratitude for Huzoor 5 visit to Bénin. 


9 April 

Huzoor"™ inaugurated Baitul Tauheed Mosque, where he also delivered the Friday sermon, which was televised live via 
the Muslim Television Ahmadiyya satellite network. The occasion was marked by a commemorative plaque which was 
unveiled and placed on the outer wall of the Mosque.

This school is in the central region 
of Ghana. 


Sahibzada Mirza Masroor Ahmad** was appointed as the manager of the Ahmadiyya Agricultural Farm in 
Depali, in the northern region of Ghana, for 2 years. First experiments had revealed that wheat could not 
grow in Ghana. But Sahibzada Mirza Masroor Ahmad continued relentlessly. Another Ahmadi Muslim, Mr 
Qasim Ahmad, joined him in this series of experiments. The efforts of this team of Ahmadi agriculturalists 
finally paid dividends. The first successful experiment of planting, growing, and nurturing wheat as an 
economic crop in Ghana was exhibited at an international trade fair and the results were submitted to the 
Ministry of Agriculture of Ghana. It stands as a great credit to his personal efforts in these experiments 
that successive presidents of Ghana have commended the Ahmadiyya Muslim community for these highly 
successful experiments, which revolutionized the country’s economy and paved the way for self sufficiency

The other city of Ghana is Kumasi. The Jama ‘at has constructed two buildings near this city for the purposes 
of training Daeen Ilallah and for the moral training of new converts. This will help them get trained and 
then go back in their areas and teach Ahmadiyyat, or the true Islam, to others. The entire expense of the 
construction of these buildings has been borne by one dedicated Ahmadi. Alongside these buildings is 
also the Homeopathic Complex. It has a clinic, a laboratory to manufacture homeopathic medications, and 
a small manufacturing plant for making medication bottles. Masha ‘Allah, this institution is providing a 
great service to mankind. In different towns and cities of Ghana, opening ceremonies were carried out for 
mosques, schools, and hospital wards. In short, thirteen mosques were inaugurated during this visit, and a 
foundation stone was laid down for another two. In addition, either an opening ceremony or a foundation 
stone were laid down for another seven miscellaneous buildings. 


Tamale is another major town situated in the north of Ghana. There is a large population of Muslims in 
that area. In this town, also, an opening ceremony was held of a large two story mosque building. A few 
years ago, nobody could have even imagined that such a large mosque could be established in that city 
and that worshippers would come to it. By the Grace of Allah, a large number of Ba ‘aits have taken place 
in this area. A/humdolillah. By the Grace of Allah, Jama’at Ahmadiyya is expanding rapidly in this area. 
Here, two individuals who were the drivers of our caravan took the Ba ‘ait and joined Jama ‘at Ahmadiyya. 
They were so impressed with whatever they saw that they thought they had no choice left but to join 
Jama‘at Ahmadiyya. Atter Maghrib and Isha prayers, both of them took the Ba ait personally alongside 
other existing Ahmadis.

In January, Sufi Muhammad Ishaq establishes the first Ahmadiyya mission in Liberia. 


The Honorable Dag Hammarskjold visits the Ahmadiyya Mission House during his tour of Liberia while 
serving as the second Secretary-General of the United Nations. There, he was introduced by Maulana 
Siddique Sahib, who presented him with a copy of the book Ahmadiyyat, The True Islam. The Honorable 
Secretary-General sent a note expressing his appreciation to the Ahmadiyya Community in Liberia. 


Maulana Siddique challenged the Reverend Billy Graham to an open 
M. L. Wysinger, online, debate regarding accusations Mr. Graham leveled against the Holy 
Qur’an. An Egyptian ambassador and an American press reporter support 

this challenge and demand that the Reverend come forward to face it. 


On December 1 of this year, His Imperial Majesty Haile Selassie I, the 
Emperor of Ethiopia (formerly known as Abyssinia), visits the Mission 
House in Liberia, where he is welcomed by the Ahmadiyya Community 
and presents with the Holy Qur’an. The king declares that he is the 
Empress Waizero Menenand 63" monarch descending directly from the progeny of King Negus 
Emperor Haile Selassie. of Abyssinia, who gave shelter to Muslims in the time of the Prophet 
Mohammad™. 


Mubarak Ahmed Sagi informs the President of Liberia, William V. S. Tubman, that Friday is a holy day for 
Muslims and requests that a leave from work for Friday prayers should be officially granted to all Muslims. 
This request was accepted by the President and was announced throughout the country. 


A building to serve as a mission house is purchased in Liberia. 


On April 29, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih III" makes his first visit to Liberia, and meets with President Tubman. 
Huzoor also addresses the press and attends a reception dinner held by the the Ahmadiyya Community in 
his honor. President Tubman made the following remrks: “It is a great privilege to have the spiritual king 
of the present age among us — one whose prayer is always heard. Politicians and statesmen have lost the 
ability to cope with the situation in the world today. They have fumbled, sinned and are frustrated with the 
deteriorating situation.” He added, “It is an honor indeed to welcome the Caliph, one of the greatest leaders 
of Islam, who has missionaries all over the world.” The President also announced that he would grant 150 
acres of land to the Ahmadiyya Muslim Mission in Liberia for the construction of schools and clinics. 


Missionary Ch. Rashiduddin remains the President of Pakistan Forum of Liberia for two years to promote 
the image of Pakistan in Liberia. 


The first Ahmadiyya Junior High School is founded in Sanoyea. Also during this year, Hadhrat Khalifatul 
Masih III" sends his special Eid Greetings to Liberia — reported by The Liberian Star on December 24, 
1974. Asummary of the Khalifa’s message is read by Ch. Rashiduddin at the Eid gathering. 


In September, the Minister of Education, Mr. Advertus A. Hoff, inaugurates the Ahmadiyya school at 
Sanoyea, and in November, Missionary Ch. Rashiduddin addresses a Pakistan Celebration at the school. 


On March 13, Maulana Ataul Karim Shahid welcomes the Archbishop of Canterbury to Liberia and reminds 
him to hold a dialogue with Ahmadi Muslims. This was Archbishop’s first tour to A frica.

Noroya was the publisher of a French newspaper called /s/amism and sent a 
copy of his publication to Abdullah Koilum of the U.K., who himself was the 
publisher of The Crescent. Koilum would, in turn, establish a communication 
with the Review of Religions and thus Ahmadiyyat was introduced. /slamism 
printed Hadhrat Ahmad’s* claims and even news of his sad demise. It was 
through this correspondence that Noroya embraced Ahmadiyyat.

Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V*™ inaugurated a guest house in Qadian that has 
been named Sarae Obadullah after Hafiz Obaidullah Shaheed.

he seed of Ahmadiyyat was planted in Nigeria in 1916 and has grown into a predominant 
religious and social institution in the country. The Jama’at now has branches in over one 
thousand towns and villages throughout Nigeria. 


The first Islamic primary school was established by the Ahmadiyya community in 1922, and now 
hundreds of primary and secondary Jama’at institutions are in operation. The first Muslim weekly 
newspaper, The Truth, also is credited to the Jama’at. The Holy Qur’an has been translated into 
several Nigerian dialects, including Yoruba, Hausa and Igo. Work almost is complete on the 
translation into Etsako and Tiv. The Ahmadiyya community has also contributed significantly to 
healthcare in the country, with the establishment of several hospitals and clinics and leads the way 
in healthcare delivery in Nigeria. 


The Jama’at has a post-secondary Missionary Training Center (Jami’a Ahmadiyya) based in 
Ilaro, Ogun State, from where the Jama’at Missionaries are trained and turned out on a yearly 
basis. Another remarkable achievement of the Jama’at is its Madrasatul Tahfizul Qur’an (Qur’an 
Memorization Class) at Ilaro, Ogun’ State, where young Children are being trained to commit the 
whole of Holy Quran to memory. More than ninety of sueh Hufaz have been produced from the 
class within just nine years of its establishment, while the fourth set of seventy-three is now in 
session. 


Khilafat has been an integral part of the rich history of Ahmadiyyat in Nigeria, and the Jama at 
has been blessed with several visits by various Khulafa, including Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IIT 
in 1970, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV™ in 1988 and the present Khalifa, Hadhrat Mirza Masroor 
Ahmad ** in 2004. 


In May of 2008, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V*** made a return visit to Nigeria as part of a historic 
West African Tour to launch worldwide centenary celebrations of Khilafat. Notable milestones 
during the Nigerian leg of his trip included: the opening of a new x-ray unit at the Al-Apapa 
Ahmadiyya General Hospital in Apapa, Nigeria; the inauguration of Baitur Raheem Mosque in 
Ibadan, Nigeria; inspection of the Raqeem Ahmadiyya printing press in Lagos; a mecting with a 
senior Judge in the Nigerian high court; an official visit with the Emir (head of state) of Borgu; the 
foundation laying of the Hediza Memorial Islamic Center; the inauguration of the Mubarak Mosque 
‘in the Nigerian capital, Abuja; and finally, Huzoor’s*™ presiding of the 58th Jalsa Salana Nigeria 
at Hadeeqat-e-Ahmad (the official Jalsa site) near Lagos which was attended by several thousand 
people and covered by the national media.

he first rays of the message of Ahmadiyyat touched

Under 
the direction of the former South African National 
President Mr. Rashid Yahya, Mr. ljaz Ahmad Chaudhry 
and Dr. Hamad Asim, together with their families, 
visited Swaziland for this noble cause and in that trip 
toured Mbabane and Manzini cities, distributed leaflets 
and pamphlets, and also made contacts with some 
prominent personalities to give them the message of 
Ahmadiyyat. 


In 1999, Mr. Rashid Yahya allocated Swaziland/ 
Botswana to the Johannesburg Jama’at and Lesotho, 
Namibia to the Cape Town Jama‘at. Mr. Ijaz Ahmad 
Chaudhry was made in charge of Swaziland and 
responsible for the establishment of Ahmadiyyat in 
Swaziland. 


To carry out an effective Tablighi programme Mr. 
Abdul Latif Bennet, Dr Aleem Khan, and Mr. Tahir 
Vilakati, led by Mr. Ijaz Ahmad Chaudhry, paid a five 
day working visit to Swaziland, wherein they traveled 
approximately all over the country, and in some cases, 
they traveled kilometers upon kilometers on foot due 
to lack of motorable roads. all in an effort to meet 
chiefs, opinion leaders and other personalities so as 
to introduce the message of Ahmadiyyat to the people 
of Swaziland. These

| fruitful as 32 people

InSwaziland.Jama ‘ats

The 32 converts in 1999 
have grown to over 250 members presently. Now, 
under the able leadership and supervision of the present 
South Africa National President and Missionary-in- 
Charge, Mr. Zaheer Ahmad, the Swaziland Jama ‘at is 
growing from strength to strength. In late 2005, under 
his guidelines, the first ever Ahmadiyya Mosque 
in Swaziland and the only mosque in that region of 
Swaziland was constructed in Hiatikulu, our very first 
Jama ‘at in Swaziland. The commissioning ceremony 
of this mosque took place on January 7, 2006. About 
20 people from South Africa led by the National 
President joined the locals for this historic ceremony. 
Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V*™ has graciously named 
this mosque Baitul Hadi. 


In Lesotho, approval was received to construct a 
mosque in Thaba-Bosiu. This began on March 21, 
2005, with the foundation being laid by Dawood 
Sadique Arthur.

adhrat Khalifatul Masih II'® once stated “Tanganyika (Tanzania) is our country.” 
Indeed, the subsequent history of Ahmadiyya in Tanzania amply has vindicated his 
words. 


Ahmadiyyat first entered into East Africa during the blessed period of the Promised 
Messiah*s. There was a revolt in Zanzibar under Sultan Majid, and the Sultan asked for 
military help from the colonial power in Great Britain. A number of soldiers were sent 
to Zanzibar, including a few Ahmadi soldiers. These soldiers preached the truth about 
Ahmadiyyat during their service in Zanzibar. Some time later, Anmadi clerks, doctors, 
and accountants were sent to Zanzibar for preaching. Among them were the devoted 
companions of the Promised Messiah?s. These companions not only preached by word 
F mouth, but also distributed literature produced by the Jama‘at. 


After the partition of Africa, colonial powers decided to cease the slave trade and 
encourage legitimate trade. To this end, the British decided to build a railway line from 
Mombasa to Kampala. Some companions of the Promised Messiah** came to work on 
the rail line from Mombasa to Kampala. While engaged in building the railway line, they 
began preaching. As the word of Anmadiyyat spread, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih II? sent 
Maulana Sheikh Mubarak Ahmad as the first missionary to Tanzania. 


In 1934, Ahmadiyya officially was registered in Tanzania and headquartered in Tabora, 
where Sheikh Mubarak Ahmad taught religion at the government school. He immediately 
began the project of translating the Holy Qur’an into Kiswahili in 1936 and completed this 
noble endeavor in 1953 . The translation was highly recommended and the poet laureate 
of Kiswahili, Shaaban Robert, hailed the translation as the “Mother of Kiswahili.” 


In 1936, the Ahmadiyya Community published a newspaper called “Mapenzi ya Mungu” 
(‘the love of God”). Sheikh Mubarak Ahmad also instituted the first ever English language 
Muslim newspaper: “East African Times.” In 1940, he started the first Muslim Primary 
School in the country. tn 1947, the mosque popularly known as the “Taj Mahal of East 
Africa” was inaugurated and given the name “Masjid Fazal” by Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih 
/i'*. A number of mosques have been built since then, adding beauty to many towns. 
The Ahmadiyya Community now has two mosques in Dar es Salaam: Masjid Salaam 
and Kitonga Ahmadiyya Mosque. Other mosques include Tanga Ihsani Mosque, Mtwara 
Baitul-Karim, and Songea Furkan Mosque. 


The Ahmadiyya community is now flourishing in Tanzania. The Jama’at has produced 

illustrious Kiswahili poets, including Sheikh Kaluta Amri Abedi, Malik Mbungiro, Khamisi 

Wamwera, Kainuza Mbambwa, Ramadhani Shamte, and many others. The Ahmadiyya 

Community also was involved in the struggle for Tanzania's independence and Mohammed 
i Dar, an Ahmadi, is credited with coining the name “Tanzania.”

The Ahmadiyya Muslim Community in Uganda has grown rapidly since its 
inception in 1935. Maulana Shaikh Mubarak Ahmad was sent by Hadhrat 
Khalifatul Masih Il to Uganda as the first missionary. The Central Anmadiyya 
Mosque in Uganda was established in the capitol city of Kambala. The first 
brick laid was sent from Qadian, India, and Hadhrat Chaudhry Zafrullah 
Khan" conducted the inauguration ceremony. 


The first Khalifa to visit Uganda was Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih 1V™ in 1988. 
There are now thirteen missionaries in Uganda, as well as 26 instructors, 
a physician and a high school headmaster. The Ahmadiyya Community 
has a strong presence in Uganda, with several mosques, high schools, 
elementary schools and a hospital in Mbale which has a full-functioning 
maternity ward and modern radiology technology. 


The Holy Qur’an has been translated into the local Ugandan language. 
There are several mosques and schools under construction, and the 
central mosque is undergoing expansion. Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V*°?, 
during a historic tour of Africa in May of 2005, visited Ghana and met with 
several government officials including the President of Uganda, Mr. Yoweri 
Museven.

he Ahmadiyya Muslim Jama’at in Indonesia was 

established in 1925. when Hadhrat Maulana Rahmat 
Ali arrived in Tapak Tuan city, in the Aceh province of 
Indonesia, as the first missionary to the country. He was sent 
by Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih II", in response to a request 
by Indonesian students who were studying Ahmadiyyat at 
that time in Qadian, India, for purposes of bringing back 
their knowledge to aid propogation efforts in Indonesia. 
After this time. several missionaries were sent from 
India including: Malik Aziz Ahmad Khan, Sayyid Syah 
Muhammad Al]-Jailani, Imam ud Din, Mian Abdul Hayee, 
Mirza Muhammad Idris, Muhammad Sadiq Sumatri, Mirza 
Rafi Ahmad and Mahmud Ahmad Cheema. 

Young Indonesian men who had finished their studies 
in Qadian were also sent as missionaries to Indonesia, 
including: Zaini Dahlan, Abubakar Ayyub, Ahmad Nuruddin, 
Abdul Wahid, Saleh A Nahdi, Sufi Zafar Ahmad, Sayuti 
Aziz Ahmad, Abdul Basit, Ahmad Hidayatullah, Hasan 
Basri.

This research has been pub- 
licised by Hadhrat Mirza Ghulam Ahmad( a s ), 
the greatest protector of the unity of God, and to 
whom the Lord Almighty has given the title of the 
Promised Messiah because he is replete in his love 
for the one true God. Allah appointed him, as a per- 
son from God, an inspirer and a reformer of the age 
and G o d’’s true messenger. God will bless all those 
who will believe in this prophet. Whosoever will 
deny him, will face God’s wrath.

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Reaching the Corners of the Earth 


i 1898, Hadhrat Mirza Ghulam Ahmad“, the Promised Messiah and Mahdi, received the following 
glad tiding from Allah in a revelation in the Urdu language (as translated into English): 


“I shall cause Thy Message to reach the corners of the earth.” 


This relevation saw its literal fulfillment during the lifetime of the Promised Messiah*. The 
message of Ahmadiyyat spread to countless individuals across the corners of the world, including 
Australia, East Africa, Libya, U.K., Arabia, Sri Lanka, Afghanistan, Bengal, India, Burma, Syria 
the United States. 


Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV" once pointed out that the most important word in the revelation 
is “I”, meaning that it is Allah who will make this message reach the corners of the earth. He 
continued to describe how Allah blessed the Jama’at to transmit the Promised Messiah’s * message 
via Muslim Television Ahmadiyya (MTA).

On April 26, 2006, Huzoor ** visited the Fiji Islands and set a new milestone in the history of 
Ahmadiyyat. On this day, he addressed the world live though Muslim Television Ahmadiya (MTA). 
Eleven satellites broadcasted the sermon. Owing to the special geographical position of Fiji, being 
situated near the International Date Line, Huzoor**’s Friday sermon was literally the first sermon 
broadcasted that day in the whole world.

Ahmadi Muslims in Albania: Historic Highlights

Missionary Mohammad Din arrives in Albania and begins conveying Ahmadiyya Muslim teachings to the 
local community. A few families become Ahmadi Muslims, but soon he is deported from the country due to 
his religious beliefs. 


Italy, as a member of the Axis Powers during World War II, invades Albania on April 7. 


Albanian nationalist groups successfully throw out invading Italian and German occupants. Soon, however, 
the nation comes under Communist rule. 


A total ban on all religious activities is imposed. Mosques are destroyed or converted to cultural or community 
centers. This state of affairs continues until the widespread fall of Communism in 1990. 


For the first time in nearly five decades, a democratic society comes into being and religious freedoms 
are afforded to Albanian citizens. Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV™ immediately initiates the preparation of 
Ahmadiyya Jama’at literature in the Albanian language. 


Maulana Mohammad Zakariyya was appointed to undertake the task of preparing the necessary literature 
and to translate the Holy Qur’an into the Albanian language. An extensive distribution of literature and 
frequent visits of Wagifeene Arzi (temporary devotees) allows the Jama’at to grow. 


The Ahmadiyya Muslim Community formally is registered within the country. 


A serious economic slump within the country results in civil war in Albania. With local tensions escalating, 
many families flee the country and go to Germany. 


During the Kosovo conflict, many Ahmadi Muslim families flee to Germany. Jama’at Ahmadiyya Germany 
demonstrates the true spirit of hospitality by giving safe refuge to these migrating Ahmadis. A series of 
Mulagaat (meetings with Huzoor ™), accompanied by question & answer sessions, helps create a renewed 
sense of spiritualism among Albanian Ahmadis. 


A 33,676 m? parcel of land is purchased in the Albanian capital city of Tirana, and the construction of a 
mission house begins immediately. Construction of Baitul Awwal mosque also commences on the same 
plot. Mr. Sajid Ahmad Nasim undertakes the noble task of building these structures. 


The three-story Mission House finally is completed, and includes a library, lecture halls, meeting rooms, 
computer facilities, and guest accommodations. Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih 1 names this Mission House 
Darul Falah. On May 16, Friday prayers are offered for the first time at the newly completed Baitul 
Awwal.

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A Brief Introduction to the Ahmadiyya 
Muslim Community in Belgium 


The first presence of Ahmadiyyat in Belgium was manifest in 1956 when a Belgian 
family by the name of Van Den Broek embraced Ahmadiyyat through information 
they obtained from the Ahmadiyya Muslim Community in Holland. Officially, the first 
missionary to Belgium was Mr. Saleh Mohammad Khan, who was appointed to serve 
Belgium in 1982. 


Today, through the Grace of Allah, the Ahmadiyya Muslim Community has three 
mission houses in Belgium. Belgium’s first mosque, Baitus Salam, was purchased in 1985. 
It is situated in Dilbeek, a town outside Brussels, the capital city of Belgium. Baitus 
Salam, which was inaugurated by Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV", can accommodate 250 
people. 


In 2000, a second mosque, named Darul Tabligh Aziz, was purchased in Antwerp. 
Antwerp is the second largest city in Belgium and the second largest seaport in Europe. 
This mosque was purchased to meet the expanding needs of the Belgian Jama‘at and 
maintains a capacity of 500 worshipers. Darul Tabligh Aziz also was blessed with the 
presence of Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV", who performed its inauguration ceremony. 
A third structure, a mission house called Baitur Rahim, was established in the city of 
Hasselt and can hold 150 worshippers. It too, was blessed by Huzoor’s inauguration. 
Now, by the Grace of Allah, the Jama’at exists in more than twelve cities in Belgium. 


Belgium’s monthly magazine, As-Salam, is published regularly in Urdu, Dutch, and French. 
In 2007, the Belgium Jama’at created a website: http://www.ahmadiyya.be. 


Today, the Belgian Jama’at numbers over 1,150 members. The fama’at consists of 
members from Belgium, Pakistan, Bangladesh and various countries in Africa. Belgian 
Ahmadis participate earnestly in the Tehrik-e-Jadid, Waqfe-e-Jadid, and Wagfeen-e-Nau 
programs of the Jama‘at.

Missionary Muhammad Din arrives in Eastern Europe, and partly because of looming tensions related to 
World War II, returns home. 


On April 6, Bosnia declares its independence, but soon experiences an economic crisis. In addition, severe 
bloodshed results in 200,000 Muslims being killed, with thousands migrating to western European countries 
as refugees. The Ahmadiyya Muslim Community extends a helping hand to these displaced people and 
supports the safe shelter of a large number of Bosnians at various locations. 


With the violence largely over, Missionary Wasim Ahmad arrives in Bosnia in September of this year. He 
rents a small house in the city of Tuzla and begins his preaching efforts. 


This year, the Mission House moves to the capital city of Sarajevo, and missionary activities resume. Many 
individuals join the Ahmadiyya community, and a need is felt to build a mosque/mission in the area. 


After an extensive search, a parcel of land is purchased and construction of the new mosque begins. 


The new Mission House opens on March 1. The new facilities include two prayer halls, a library, living 
quarters for the missionary, and other Jama’at offices. 


As of this year, the Jama’at is organized in four cities in Bosnia and Herzegovina, with the Jama’at 
headquarters in Sarajevo. The new Ahmadi converts are very active members of the Jama’at and are 
assisting in the translation of Jama’at literature into the Bosnian language. About one dozen of the books 
written by the founder of the Ahmadiyya Muslim Community, Hadhrat Mirza Ghulam Ahmad *, are now 
available in the Bosnian language.

The fo undations established in 1992 when a Bulgarian 
native joined the Ahmadiyya Muslim Community in Germany through the efforts of 
Mr. Sheikh Shaukat and Dr. Abdul Ghaffar, the Ahmadiyya Muslim Missionary serving 
Germany. Later that year, Dr. Ghaffar visited Bulgaria, where he met many people who 
spoke the Turkish language.

As a result, Missionary Ashraf Zia (who now serves 
as the National President of the Ahmadiyya Muslim Community in Bulgaria) and Missionary Tahir 


Ahmad were sent to Bulgaria. Both have now completed, by the Grace of Allah, M.A. degrees in the 


Bulgarian language and have recently gained admission to doctorate programs as well. 


Over 400 individuals are now members of the Bulgarian Ahmadiyya Muslim Community, only eight 
of whom are of Pakistani origin, with most of the remainder being native to Bulgaria. Each year, 
a large number of Bulgarian Ahmadi Muslims participate in the Jalsa Salana (Annual Gathering) 
of Jama‘at Ahmadiyya Germany. A major challenge that remains for the Bulgarian Jama‘at is to 


register successfully with the Bulgarian Government as a religious organization, a process that has 


been delayed largely because of unreasonable pressures exerted by intolerant Muslim clerics.

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_ Ahmadi Muslims in Denmark: Historic Highlights 


The mission is established formally on March 25, under the guidance of the Ahmadiyya Muslim Community 
of Germany, and is headed by Mr. Syed Kamal Yusuf, the Regional Missionary for Scandinavia. 


In October Mirza Mubarak Ahmad, Secretary of the Ahmadiyya Muslim Foreign Missions office, visits 
Denmark and instructs Syed Kamal Yusuf to acquire land for the construction of a mosque. Mr. Ahmad also 
holds a press conference to inform the media of this project. 


Syeda Umme Mateen, Sadr Lajna Imaillah (President of the Ahmadiyya Ladies’ Auxiliary) for Pakistan, 
addresses the Jalsa Salana (Annual Gathering) on December 27. In her address, she appeals to the Lajna 
members to donate money for the construction of a mosque in Europe as a way to express their gratitude 
for the successful completion of 50 years for the second Khalifa. Copenhagen, Denmark, she further states, 
is the proposed site for this mosque, which has been purchased by Syed Masood Ahmad. Lajna members 
respond enthusiastically to this appeal. 


Mirza Mubarak Ahmad lays the foundation for Nusrat Jahan Mosque in Copenhagen on May 6. Extensive 
media coverage of the event is given, with editorials also printed in Danish newspapers. Chaudhry 
Muhammad Zafrullah Khan™ leads Friday prayers at the mosque site. 


On July 21, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih II" inaugurates the Nusrat Jahan Mosque and leads the first Friday 
prayers inside the mosque. He then delivers an address in English which describes the purpose of mosques 
and their great significance in Islam. Among the guests are members of the Danish Missionary Society 
who are conducting research on the Ahmadiyya Muslim Community. Several Danish newspapers cover the 
event, including Valby Bladet, Kristeligt Dagblad, Aktuelt and Lollands Tidende. The year also is marked by 
the translation of the Holy Qur’an into the Danish language by Mr. Abdus Salam Madsen. a devout Danish 
Ahmadi Muslim. 


Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV® performs a tour of Scandinavian countries in July. He is welcomed by Syed 
Kamal Yusuf, Hamid Karim, Noor Ahmad Bustad, and many members of the Jama’at at the Oslo airport. 
On August 1, Huzoor™ holds a rejuvenation of Ba’ait (Initiation Ceremony) and speaks about the meaning 
and concept of Ba’ait. After staying in Norway and Sweden, Huzoor™ arrives in Denmark on August 
11. Huzoor™ addresses a session at the Nusrat Jahan Mosque and responds to questions from attendees. 
Prominent newspapers cover the visit. 


On September 6, 2005, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V** visits Denmark on his way to participating in the 
Jalsa Salana of the Scandanavian countries for the very first time. Huzoor*™ is very warmly greeted upon 
his arrival at the Nusrat Jahan Mosque. His arrival is covered by national television; a national newspaper, 
Jyllands-Posten, also interviews Huzoor** at the mosque. The entire interview also is televised on the 
evening news. 


“The time is not distant but near when you will percieve hosts of angels descending 
on the hearts of people in Asia, Europe and America. So watch for the sign. If the 
angels do not descend, if you see no evident effect or influence of their coming down, 

if you do not find an extraordinary movement in human hearts in the direction of 
truth, you would be free to take it that no one had really come from Allah. But in 

case all these things come to pass, then you should desist from denial, so that in the 
sight of Lord, you should not be held to be a rebellious people.”

The Danish Government Welcomes Huzoor?? 


After the address of the Missionary-in-charge, the Danish Minister for Refugees, Immigration and 
Integration Affairs, Mrs. Rikke Hvilshaj, welcomed Huzoor ** on behalf of the Government of 
Denmark.The Minister described the opportunity to address the head of the Ahmadiyya movement 
and the Jama’at of Denmark as a great honor. She stated that her country, as well as the whole 
world, looked to the common values that could transform the disorder and unrest of the current 
environment into a peaceful society. The Minister said that the good society of Denmark owes its 
goodness only to the democratic values held in this country. She said that she herself has lived in 
many Islamic countries and knows from firsthand experience that there are many difficulties that 
come in the way of leaving one’s native country and migrating to another. She said people who 
migrate to Denmark are faced with a similar situation. The good values, whether derived from one’s 
religion or from a secular culture, have many common modalities and, as such, create a common 
ground for all to come together upon. The Minister stated her happiness in seeing the flag of 
Denmark flying at the Ahmadiyya Mosque. She continued by describing the unique character of 
Jama’at Ahmadiyya in that it always busied itself in engaging in dialogue with the people and religions 
of other countries. She stated that there could never be peace and respect for each other without 
dialogue. Dialogue is the most important need of our time. 


Summary of the Address by Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V 


Addressing the reception’s attendees, Huzoor*™ stated that 
the real teachings of Islam are found in the Holy Qur’an 
and are exemplified through the life of the Holy Prophet *.

Instead, 
there are many contributing religions and countries that 
are involved in creating disorder and restlessness. 


Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V™ addressing

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towards Him by worshiping Him, fulfilling the rights of His creations, feeding the hungry, helping the 
poor and the needy, being forgiving, patient, respectful, and cooperative with one another, refraining 
from speaking ill of others, and treating others with fairness and justice. He further stated that Allah 
has addressed the Muslims through the Qur’an and has told them that they are the best nation ever 
to be raised on the face of this earth as a benefit to mankind. They therefore are tasked with the 
objective to do good for others as well as to prevent the committing of bad deeds. 


Huzoor ** said that a person who is engrossed in bad things should be counseled and made to 
understand fully what is expected of him; but in doing so, force should never be used under any 
circumstances. Huzoor*”* said that the teaching of the Holy Qur’an is that if somebody is killed for 
no apparent fault, the sin is equivilent to the killing of humankind as a whole. Huzoor*” said that no 
individual or group of persons has the right to take the law into their own hand. But today, in sharp 
contrast to the Qur’an’s teachings, there are Muslims as well as Christians from all over the world 
involved in unjustifiable crimes. The reason for this is that they have forgotten God and therefore 
have lost contro! over themselves. Patience has been replaced with distrust and intolerance of 
others. Huzoor* said that today suicide attacks are taking the lives of many innocent people. These 
acts are all very wrong and have absolutely ; 

nothing to do with the teachings of Islam. 
Similarly, the indiscriminate air bombing by 
Western powers also is very cruel. 


Huzoor ** said that today, by the Grace of 
Allah, Jama’at Ahmadiyya is the only Jama’at 
sending the message of peace and love all 
over the world. The central message of 
Jama’at Ahmadiyya is to worship and love 
God. Without practicing this message there 
never can be unity and brotherhood among humankind. When a person develops a relationship 
with God, the power and ability to serve humankind with zeal and enthusiasm is bestowed upon 
him or her. 


Huzoor*™ said that while the Ahmadiyya Jama’at is relatively small, it has been fortunate to serve 
many of the poorest nations by creating and supporting institutions of education, endeavoring 
to find ways to make drinking water more accessible to the masses, and by providing medical 
facilities and expertise in regions of need. It is indeed by the Grace of Allah that the Ahmadiyya 
Jama’at has been privileged to serve those in need. He further stated that the members of Jama’at 
Ahmadiyya, who now live in 180 countries of the world, strive to stay away from creating disorder 
and lawlessness, but rather they abide by the laws of the land and are faithful and peaceful citizens 
of their respective countries. They, in fact, are an example for others to follow. 


Huzoor** reiterated the teachings of Hadhrat Masih Maoud** about peace and love, good deeds, 
Taqwa (fear of Allah), and service to humanity. He said this is the real Islamic teaching that Jama‘at 
Ahmadiyya always follows and seeks to spread to others.

In 1989, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV" announced a plan to make one hundred mosques in Germany: 


“It is my desire that Germany be the first European country where Jama’at Ahmadiyya be blessed with 


the ability to construct one hundred Mosques.” (Final address, Jalsa Salana Germany, 1989) 


In 2006, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V*** continued this goal further and addressed the Jama’at as 


follows: 


“This target that has been assigned to you, so try your best to achieve it. Every year, instead of 
constructing ten new Mosques you can [for] now construct five new Mosques... | want to tell you 
that for the construction of Mosques, we will not take loans from banks. Instead, Mosques will be 
constructed [through financial] sacrifices that will be presented for the sake Allah’s pleasure and with 
purity of heart, Insha’allah. Thus, we put all our trust in Allah. Make your pledges for the construction 
of Mosques every year, and also fulfill them every year. | am addressing men women, and children of 


the Jama’at.” (Friday sermon, June 16, 2006, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V °°’)

ie Germany is famous not only for its cathedrals, but also for its reputation as a center 
of learning. Indeed, no less than thirteen of its citizens have been recipients of the Nobel Prize. 
and approximately one-third of the city’s 150,000 inhabitants are students. For Ahmadi Muslims, 
this town also is special because the first European to contact Hadhrat Mirza Ghulam Ahmad“, the 
founder of the Ahmadiyya Muslim Community, hailed from this small city. Specifically, a woman 
named Carolyn wrote to Hadhrat Ahmad *: “7 will be glad if vou could write me back a few words of 
advice. Could I be of any help to you in this part of the world?” (Badar, March 14, 1907). 


Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V*** visited this town and inaugurated Baitul Aleem Mosque on August 31, 
2005 (‘Aleen’ means ‘All-knowing’ and appropriately reminds those in this intellectual city that God 
alone possesses all knowledge). The area of the mosque property is 2700 m* while the covered area is 
400 m* and has a capacity of 360 worshippers. Baitul Aleem has many distinctive features, including 
a solar energy-based system to help perform the heating and cooling of its facilities, and a tall minaret 
which is illuminated at night. This mosque also 1s noteworthy in that the various permits and approvals 
for its construction were obtained easily. Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V**, in his inaugural address for 
the mosque, said: Allah says eat and drink but do not overdo either, this is also related to the mosques; 
when we come here we should not indulge in worldly affairs. Rather, our main objective should be to 
worship Allah. Populating mosques should be our focus. Therefore, those who live in this area have 
the responsibility to keep this mosque occupied.” 


Commenting about the minaret of the mosque he said: This is the first minaret in this area that has 
arrangements of being lit. If it is merely for show, it has no use, but if the purpose is symbolic and to 
provide light then it is useful, as the light will emanate from it. Whenever you will come to mosque, 
this light would remind you that we will not be stagnant at a figure of 180 (the number of Ahmadis 
in Wiirzburg). We have to introduce this message to people all around us and demonstrate with our 
actions and example that this is what Islam is all about: to enlighten one s awareness of salvation and 
nearness to Allah.” (From the International Al-Fazl, September 16, 2005).

Commenting on Jama’at Germany, German Member of Parliament, Dr. Detief 
Dezernbirzk, remarked: 


“Jama’at Ahmadiyya is like an open book. Its operations are an example for 
others to follow. Its youth not only speak good German language but they are 
getting higher education and mix well with the German people. He further 
said that he knows Jama’at Ahmadiyya for a long time and when he heard on 
television that the people of Helnsdorf were opposing Jama’at Ahmadiyya he 
could not believe [it].”

In a Friday sermon dated December 29, 2006, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V** related the historic 
beginning of this mosque by narrating a statement by Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IT": 


On February 2, 1923, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih II" remarked on the construction of the 
Ahmadiyya mosque in Berlin, Germany: 


‘After much thought, I have decided that the Mosque that is being 
constructed in Germany be made entirely with the financial contributions 
of the women of our Jama’at[...]It is often the case that husbands exert 
control over the the income of their households, and they do not have much 
cash left after they take care of the financial responsibility of the family. 
But women always have something left over in the form of their jewelry. 
It is for this reason that husbands take help from their wives during dire 
circumstances. It is for this reason nobody should wonder where women 
will find money to sacrifice. Women can give their financial contribution 
by giving up their jewelry.’ 


After narrating this statement of Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih II, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V “ 
continued his sermon: 


During the time of the second Khalifa, the Lajna in Germany contributed some seventy thousand 
francs. This money allowed the Jama’at to purchase land for the Mosque. However, the value 
of the franc plummeted, and the money eventually could not be used to fund completely the 
construction of the Mosque. As a result, the project remained closed for decades. During 
the time of fourth Khalifa, the Lajna in Germany pledged to make a mosque of their own in 
following with the second Khalifa’s directives. Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV" granted the 
Lajna in Germany permission and named the mosque “Khadijah Mosque.” 


In 2005, a plot of land was purchased in the city of Helnsdorf. The permission to build the 
Mosque was granted by the local authorities — the “Bezirksamt” — but the residents turned 
against that idea and opposed the construction. This opposition continued for a long time until 
the Interior Minister of Berlin reassured the residents by commenting: ‘We have done much 
investigation and found the Ahmadiyya Muslim community to be a very peaceful organization. 
We have not found a single incident of lawlessness by this Jama’at.’ With permission finally 
granted, the Lajna in Germany began the construction of the Khadijah Mosque tn earnest. 


Over 80 years after the original appeal of the second Khalifa, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V"" \aid the 
foundation stone for the Khadijah Mosque in East Berlin on January 2. 2007, and said: 


My main objective, and desire, that has brought me here was to lay the foundation stone of 
the Mosque of Berlin. From the minarets of our mosques, the rays of spiritual light of the last 
and the perfect religion of Allah will spread in all directions. These mosques will become the 
symbols of peace in this country.

Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih I!™ sees in a vision that the residents of Norway. Finland, Sweden and Hungary 
are wailing to receive the message of Ahmadiyyat. This vision manifests itself as reality when a new convert 
from Sweden requests Huzoor™ to open a mission in the Scandanavian countries. Huzoor™ later would vive 
permission of this activity during his July 22-25, 1955, tour in London. 


Noor Ahmad Truls Bolstad becomes the first Norwegian to become an Ahmadi Muslim. 


Syed Kamal Yusuf arrives in Norway on August 
28 as a missionary serving all of Scandinavia. 
He establishes a headquarters in the capital city 
of Oslo. 


In December, a spacious building is purchased 
by the Ahmadiyya Muslim Community in 
Norway.

Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV ™ arrives in Norway on July 31. On August 5, he addresses members of the 
press and on August 6, he conducts the first Majlis e Shura (Executive Meeting of the Consultative Body) 
of Norway. 


Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV ™ visits Norway in 1986, 1987, 1991, 1993, and 1996. On June 24, 1993, he 
initiates a scheme to build a mosque at Nordkapp, stating in his sermon: “Today, we are making history. 
This history has no significance or value in the sight of worldly people. But today, I tell you that there are 
some histories which are preserved in the heavens rather than on earth... This small group which has come 
here today has no standing in the sight of the world, but calling Almighty God to witness, I say that a time 
will come when the history preserved in the heavens shall descend to the earth, and not only the people 
of Norway but the peoples of every other nation shall recall these days with pride and remember when a 
small group of humble ones came here, in fulfillment of the prophecy of the Holy Prophet Muhammad™ and 
proclaimed the name of the one God and offered Friday prayers here.” 


Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V"™ arrives on September 19 in Oslo, and stays at the Ahmadiyya Muslim mission 
house. He addresses a reception held in his honor, which is attended by several government officials and 
dignitaries. 


The 24" Norway Jalsa Salana is held on September 16-17 at Marienlyst School in Oslo. Almost 800 people 
attend the auspicious event. Maulana Mubarak Ahmad Tanweer. from Germany, represents the Marka 
(Ahmadiyya Muslim headquarters), and representatives of several of the major political parties in Norway 
also attend. During this event, the Lajna Imaillah (Ahmadiyya Muslim Ladies’ Auxiliary) in Norway 
showcases a special exhibit on the meaning and significance of the word jihad in Islam, describing its use 
and misuse in popular culture. 


The 25" Norway Jalsa Salana is held on October 27-28 in Leto Hall, Ullensaker, located 45 km outside 
the capital city Oslo. Approximately 800 guests attend the Ja/sa from different parts of Norway and other 
locations in Scandinavia. Mr. Naimatullah Basharat, the Ameer and Missionary of the Ahmadiyya Muslim 
Community in Denmark, represents Markaz (Ahmadiyya Muslim headquarters) at this occasion. Among 
the distinguished guests in attendance is the Mayor of the Ullensaker municipality, Mr. Harald Espelund. 
One government representative speaks on behalf of the Prime Minister of Norway, who sent his regards 
to Jama‘at Ahmadiyya Norway. During this year’s Jalsa, the Lajna Imaillah prepare a special exhibit on 
Khilafat, which ts enjoyed by attendees.

Malik Mohammad Sharif is sent as a missionary to Spain. However, since the country is confronted with 
civil war, he is directed to move to Italy instead. 


Two missionaries. Maulana Karam Ilahi Zafar and 
Mr. Mohammad Sagi, arrive in Spain. However, 
due to the civil unrest preceding the partition of 
India and Pakistan, it is decided to close down the 
mission in Spain. As a result, Mr. Saqi is sent to 
Trinidad. Mr. Zafar, however, requests Hadhrat 
Khalifatul Masih II to keep the mission open and 
volunteers to meet his expenses by working odd 
jobs. Permission is granted, and Mr. Zafar settles in 
Madrid and begins his missionary work by selling 
homemade perfume on a small cart in weekly open 
markets.

After 31 years, the military dictatorship ends with the death of Francisco Franco, and a fresh round of 
democratic rule begins. 


The Government of Spain enacts a new ruling on July 5. in which religious freedom is granted to all 
adherents of various faiths. October 10 marks the happy occasion of establishing a mosque in Spain after 
744 years. as the foundation stone of the Basharat Mosque 1s laid in Pedro Abad. The event marks the first 
such installation in Spain after the enactment of the new ruling. The Mayor of Pedro Abad attends the 
function and remarks that the event is of great significance for Pedro Abad’s history, especially in light of the 
fact that the Ahmadiyya group was the first to benefit from the recent ruling granting religious freedom. 


Hadhrat Khatifatul Masih 1V™ makes his very first trip (as Khalifa) to Spain and inaugurates the Basharat 
Mosque on Friday. September 10. At this occasion, there is a renewal of Ba‘ait Unitiation) for the first ime 
outside Pakistan. The First International Shura (consultative body session) is also held. 
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Between October 11-15, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV™ pays a second visit to Spain. In this trip, Huzoor™ 
addresses a press conference at Basharat Mosque, the Bulgarian Ambassador meets Huzoor Aqdas™ in 
Madrid and discusses the issues facing Bulgaria, and a large-scale seminar is organized at Hotel Alhambra 
Palace, where Huzoor™ addresses the intelligentsia of the country. 


During his third visit to Spain (March 9-15), Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV" addresses a group of city and 
other government officials at a dinner arranged by Jama’at Ahmadiyya Spain at the Gran Captain Hotel. 
The Civil Governor also visits Basharat Mosque for a personal Mulaquat with Huzoor Aqdas ™. On March 
15, Huzoor™ delivers his famous lecture “An Elementary Study of Islam” at the University of Seville.

During his fourth visit to Spain (May 18 - June 2), Huzoor™ attends the 
Seville Expo’92, the Universal Exposition organized on Cartuja Island in 
Seville. The Governor of Seville also dines with Huzoor™. During this 
visit, BBC also records an interview with Huzoor"™. 


A Mission House in Algeciras is opened this year and, because of its 
location on the Gibraltar Pensinsula, this center becomes the source of 
the introduction of Ahmadiyyat in Morocco. During Huzoor’s “™ visit to 
Spain this year — his fifth visit to the country — he meets with Jama’at 
members, holds an Urdu class, and has some sightseeing tours. Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih

Jama’at Ahmadiyya Spain welcomes Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V*™ during his first visit to Spain (Dec 31, 
2004 - Jan 16, 2005). Huzoor*™* traveled to Spain by road from France. He stayed at a hotel the first night 
and visits Pedro Abad on January 1. During his visit, Huzoor Aqdas * addresses the 20th Jalsa Salana of 
Jama’at Ahmadiyya Spain. This Jalsa Salana was also especially noteworthy because a special message 
was sent for the occasion by the Prime Minister of Spain, José Luis Rodriguez Zapatero. This is the first time 
that the Head of the Spanish government sent a special message for such an occasion. This year marks the 
first time that any standing Khalifatul Masih attends the Jalsa Salana of Spain. This year also marks the first 
time that portions of Jalsa Salana Spain are televised worldwide via Muslim Television Ahmadiyya, Hu- 
zoor Aqdas *™ launches an initiative to build an Ahmadiyya Muslim mosque in Valencia in the near future, 
and in all cities the Jama’at is currently engaged in with respect to Jabligh in the longer term. Huzoor Aqdas 
8 reiterates Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih III’s statement: “The selection of this place to build the House of Al- 
lah is not made by me or by [Missionary] Karam Ilahi. Instead, the selection of this place has been done by 
Allah Himself, and this piece of land has been selected for the House of Allah. Insha’Allah, Allah's promise 
will be fulfilled, and the day will dawn when the sun of Islam and Ahmadiyyat will rise on this land.” (Al 
Fazl, November 28, 2003). 


The Mission House at Valencia is purchased, and the plans for building a mosque begin. With this new 
purchase, Jama’at Ahmadiyya Spain has Mission Houses in Madrid, Barcelona, Pedro Abadand Valencia. 
Five Ahmadiyya Muslim Missionaries are working in the country.

Brother Karam Ilahi Sahib Zafar and his 
family. For a long time, this family made untiring 
efforts to serve Ahmadiyyat in times when the 
government was very strict, and it would not let 
even Christian missionaries preach. Under such 
circumstances, when there was no way for the 
Jama’at to help him, the financial situation was 
tight and the government had rigid rules and laws 
preventing the Jama’at from helping him in any 
way, he devoted himself with much zeal, and 
Hadhrat Musleh Mauood™ accepted his sacrifice. 
Hadhrat Musleh Mauood® accepted it, and at the 


same time Allah’s love accepted it also. It is the 
sweetness of the same fruit of sacrifice that we 
enjoy today. 


had an opportunity to visit Spain a long time ago, 

and I saw something that registered in my heart 
and memory for ever. It was a small mobile cart on 
which he [Missionary Karam Ilahi Zafar] would 
sell homemade perfume which he made himself. 
He would take care of Jama’at needs as well as his 
personal expenses from the little money he would 
make that way. It was in 1957 that I visited Spain 
along with Mir Mahmood Sahib. It was such a 
mobile cart that sometimes there was no space 
available for it to be parked. When the opposite 
parties found out about it, they would come and 
damage the cart. A few sympathetic shopkeepers 
would give him some space temporarily to park 
and sell. But after a little while, he had to leave 
and find another space. 


is way of preaching was that he would sell 

his homemade perfume, would pay his 
personal expenses, and then whatever he could 
save, he would use it to order Jama’at literature 
on his own. There were times when his home was 
attacked by enemies. I saw myself the marking on 
the Jama’at sign board of stones that were pelted 
by people at it from time to time. The few new 
Ahmadies who accepted Islam used to meet in 
secret, like the people of “Kahf’. People used to 
tell on them, and the enemies would come and 
attack them. They [newly convert Ahmadis] saved 
their lives and respect with much hardship.

I will show what that fragrance is, 
2 ae and how you can get it.”” Some people would buy the perfume and go away, but 
others would take the card also. This is how some opportunities of preaching would come his way.

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Ahmadi Muslims in Sweden: Early Historic Highlights 


Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IT sees a vision in which the people of Norway, Sweden, Denmark and Hungary 
are waiting for Ahmadiyyat. (Al-Fazal; July 3, 1956). 


A Swedish man named Mr. Gunar Erickson meets Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih II™ and requests him to open 
an Ahmadiyya Mission in these countries. Huzoor™ accepts this request while at a conference in London, 
(July 22-24). (Al-Fazal; October 6, 1979) 


On April 12, Syed Kamal Yousuf is sent to Sweden to open an Ahmadiyya Muslim Mission House. 
Accompanying him is Chaudhry Abdul Lateef. A place is rented, and the task of propagation begins. Syed 
Kamal Yousuf finds himself evicted from scores of rental properties, as he has a large host of people who 
visit him. The first Ahmadi in Sweden is Mr. Erickson, who becomes and joins the Ahmadiyya Muslim 
Community on August 7. He is a dedicated member and becomes an honorary Missionary of the Jama’at. 
He starts the first monthly magazine, Active Islam, which is published in three languages. 


In April, Missionary Bashir Shams, who is temporarily staying in Denmark, receives a telephone call from 
a Yugoslavian man working in a small town near Denmark. Missionary Shams visits him upon his request, 
and when the two meet, the man relates: “I saw a dream that an angelic person with a thick white beard and 
wearing a turban came to me, and he had a paper in his hand known as Ba’ait paper. I have the feeling that 
this paper is the entry permit to Paradise.” Mr. Shams showed him the picture of Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih 
IIT™; he was overwhelmed and exclaims that this is the person who he saw in his vision. Missionary Shams 
explains to him the tenets of Islam and describes the Ba’ait Form. Without hesitation, he accepts and signs. 
Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih II" advises the Missionary to stay in Sweden for another three months, during 
which time twenty-five more individuals more go on to accept Islam/Ahmadiyyat. (Tehrik e Jadid, July, 
1969, page 21). The first meeting of European Missionaries is held in Sweden on Sept. 28 and is chaired by 
Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IT". 


Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih III" lays the foundation for Nasir Mosque on September 27, 1975. 


The inauguration of Nasir Mosque is held on August 20 by Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih III™. Over forty 
Swedish newspapers cover the event. 


On August 27, after a long struggle and persistent efforts, the Justice Department of Sweden gives written 
permission to the Ahmadiyya Muslim Missionary, to solemnize Nikah (marriage) ceremonies and naming 
rituals in the country. 


On August 8, 1982, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV" arrives in GGteborg on his first visit to Sweden and 
stays for a few days. He addresses a press conference, meets with Ahmadi families, and responds to media 
questions. 


n September 17, 2005, Jama’at Sweden arranged a reception dinner in honor of Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih V***. Ad- 

dressing the reception’s attendees, he stated that Allah has mentioned in the Holy Qur’an that the foundation of a 
Mosque must be based on “Taqwa” (fear of God). The Holy Qur'an tells us to respect mosques as well as all places of 
worship regardless of religious affiliation. The mosque is dedicated to the worship of one God. It is intended to be a place 
of peace and love. This teaching of the Holy Qur’an embodies the goals of the Ahmadiyya Jama’at when it establishes 
mosques all over the world. [...]Our mosques are solely for the purpose of worshiping one God and for the establishment 
of peace. The purpose of our mosques is neither to provide beds for terrorism nor to generate hatred toward others. 
Our mosques are exclusively for the worship of our Creator and as such are open to all who seek to worship. Huzoor™ 
said that the reality of our Jama’at is that our hearts are full of love and acceptance for all of humankind, and we do not 
seek to express our ideology through words alone, but through actions. The Ahmadiyya Jama’at is taking active steps 
everyday in service of humanity. It is the belief of this Jama’at that if a person does not respect and fulfill the rights of 
humankind, then the rights of God never can be fulfilled.

The Jama’at sends three Ahmadi Muslim missionaries — Shaikh Nasir Ahmad, Chaudhry Abdul Latif and 
Ghulam Ahmad Bashir — to Germany. Due to visa difficulties, however, the missionaries arrive instead in 
Switzerland on October 13. Abdul Lateef and Ghulam Ahmad Bashir are sent to Holland. and Shaikh Nasir 
Ahmad remains in Switzerland.

On June 22, Hadhrat Chaudhry Muhammad Zafrulla Khan™ inaugurates the Mosque. 


Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih HI™ visits Switzerland six times during his Khilafat: July 1967, April 1970, 
August 1973, September 1976, May 1978, and July 1980. In these visits, he addresses press conferences, 
meets with Jama’at members, and gives advice to individuals. Dr. Sigmund Widmer, then Mayor of Ziirich, 
gives Huzoor™ a warm welcome at the Municipal Building in 1980. 


Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV" also visits Switzerland six times. The first visit was prior to his being 
Khalifa, and the other five visits were made between 1982-1992. In 1985, Huzoor™ holds a question and 
answer session at a reception that was arranged by the Jama’at at Nova Park Hotel. Guests from all walks 
of life participate and enjoy this session. In 1987, he gives his famous “Revelation, Knowledge and Truth” 
lecture at the prestigious University of Ziirich. This lecture becomes the source of his later masterpiece 
book Revelation, Rationality, Knowledge and Truth. Shaikh Nasir Ahmad has the honor of translating the 
lecture simultaneously into German language. The auditorium is the same one in which Winston Churchill 
gave his famous “Let Europe Rise” lecture. In 1988, a 25-year “Silver Jubilee” celebration is held, and 
extensions are made for a women’s area and office space on the mosque property. The last visit of Huzoor* 
takes place in 1992, when he attends the first and the last day of Ljtema of Majlis Ansarullah, delivers the 
opening and closing addresses, and holds a question and answer session. During his 1992 tour, Hadhrat 
Khalifatul Masih IV™ advises the Jama’at to acquire another parcel of land, as the mosque had become 
insufficient for the needs of the Jama’at. Accordingly, the Jama’at successfully purchases a 6,727 m? plot 
of land about 54 km from Ziirich in the municipality of Wigoltingen. This land already had a three-story 
structure with 15 rooms and two halls. 


Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih Ve™ visits Switzerland in September. where he addresses the Jalsa Salana ot 
Switzerland. Over 1.050 members from ten different countries attend the Jalsa the largest: attendance for 
a Jalsa in Switzerland since 1983.

The United Kingdom Jama at is established this year. The first missionary sent to the country is Choudhry 
Fateh Mohammad Sial". 


As per the instructions of Hadhrat Musleh e Mauood™, Choudhry Sial™ acquires a house on 63 Melrose 
Road, establishing the first Ahmadiyya Mission House in the U.K. 


Qazi Mohammad Abdullah" is sent for two years to London to serve the community. 


Mufti Mohammad Sadiq ™ arrives in the U.K. and stays until 1920. This year, through his efforts, Mr. 
Sparrow is the first British resident to become an Ahmadi Muslim. 


Choudhry Fateh Mohammad Sial", the first Ahmadiyya missionary sent to the U.K. in 1912, returns to serve 
the UK this year, along with Abdul Raheem Nayyar”™. 


Mubarak Ali arrives in the U.K. and remains in the country for three years. Choudhry Fateh Mohammad 
Sial™ works diligently to obtain land for a mosque and succeeds in buying a parcel of land with a built-in 
house for the price of £2,223. e 


Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih II™ arrives in London in July to attend the Wembley Conference, and Chaudhry 
Muhammad Zafrullah Khan” reads Huzoor’s essay entitled, “Ahmadiyyat the True Islam” to the conference 
attendees. On October 19, Huzoor™ lays the foundation stone of the Fazl Mosque in London and delivers 
his first address at the mosque on October 24. This year, Huzoor™ establishes England as the host country 
for the publication of The Review of Religions magazine. 


On May 11, Malik Ghulam Farid is appointed as /mam of the London Mosque and begins working with 
Abdul Rahim Nayyar™. 


On October 3, Shaikh Abdul Qadir, member of the Indian Delegation for the League of Nations, inaugurates 
the Fazl Mosque. 


Abdur Raheem Dard, at the instruction of Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih II", persuades Qaid e Azam, Mohammad 
Ali Jinnah, to transfer his residence from England to India in order to help promote a separate state for the 
Muslims. At a reception held in England in his honor, Qaid e Azam remarks that at Hadhrat Khalifatul 
Masih IT’s request, he felt compelled to return to India. 


Maulana Jalal ud Din Shams spearheads Tabligh efforts in London and peacefully holds many public 
debates. He also publishes his famous book entitled, Where did Jesus die?. 


The Muslim Herald starts its publication from the U.K. 
The first Jalsa Salana (Annual Gathering) of the U.K. Ahmadiyya Muslim Community is held. 


Mahmud Hall was built adjacent to the London Mosque to cater to the expanding needs of the Jama‘at. 


Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih III makes a tour of the U.K., and announces the establishment of five new 
mission houses in England. He also participates in a conference on the crucifixion of Jesus*. 


Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih III" makes another tour of the U.K. this year and announces the establishment of 
Ahmadiyya Mission Houses in Bradford, Huddersfield, Manchester, Birmingham and Southall. 


Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV" emigrates from Pakistan, marking a new era of Jama ‘at progress worldwide, 
and arrives in London to a warm welcome by the Ahmadiyya Muslim Community. The Jalsa Salana 
(Annual Gathering) of the U.K. Jama ‘at is transformed into an international Jalsa Salana, and a huge influx 
of people from all over the world participate in the auspicious gathering. Huzoor ™ delivers the first Friday 
Sermon on May 4, after migration. On August 25th this year U.K. Ja/sa was held with Huzoor s presence. 
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Hadhrat Chaudhry Zafrullah Khan™ passes away. 


In March, Huzoor™ introduces Syedna Bilal Fund, and in October he draws attention to the plight of El 
Salvador. The response from the Jama ‘at to alleviate their suffering is overwhelming. 


Among other tours, Huzoor™ travels to USA and addresses Jalsa Salana USA. In this trip he lays the 
foundation of Baitul Hameed Mosque in Los Angeles and inaugurates mosques in Tucson and Portland. 
Oregon. 


Invitation to Mubahila and its main results: the miraculous reappearance of Aslam Qureshi and the end 
of Ziaul Haq’s regime in Pakistan. 


Huzoor ™ travels to USA and Canada and addresses their respective Jalsas Salana. 


Huzoor"™ travels to Qadian. This is the first time any Khalifa goes to Qadian since the partition of Pakistan 
from India in 1947. 


This year, Friday sermons and Jalsa Salana U.K. were broadcast via MTA (Muslim Television 
Ahmadiyya). Huzoor™ tours Canada and inaugurates Baitul Islam in Toronto, Canada. For the first time, 
Huzoor” addresses Jalsa Qadian in December live from U.K. via MTA. 


The first International Ba‘ait is added to the Jalsa U.K. Program. 


MTA daily broadcasting begins. Huzoor"™ travels to the U.S. and inaugurates Baitur Rahman in Silver 
Spring, Maryland. 


The humanitarian relief organization, Humanity First, is established. 


Huzoor™ travels to the West Coast of United States and inaugurates Baitul Baseer Mosque in Silicon 
Valley, California. This was Huzoor s ™ last visit to the United States. 


Huzoor™ lays the foundation of Baitul Futooh Mosque on October 19. 


Huzoor"™ delivers news at the UK Jalsa that Ahmadiyyat has spread to each of the 54 countries on the 
African continent. 


Huzoor™ introduces the Maryam Shaadi Fund for the financial support of economically-disadvantaged 
brides. On April 19, he passes away. The Jama’at elects Hadhrat Mirza Masroor Ahmad *” to be 
Khalifatul Masih V, who begins his office on April 23. The funeral prayers are arranged for our late 
Huzoor™, and the entire proceedings are shown live on MTA to a worldwide audience. 


Fifteen new mosques are established during this nineteen-year period in various parts of England, 
including Darul Barkat in Birmingham, Baitul Futuh in London (Europe’s largest mosque), Baitul 
Mu’eed in Cambridge, Baitus Subhan in Croydon, Baitul Ahad in East London, Earlsfield Mosque in 
Earlsfield, Baitur Rahman in Glasgow, Baitun Noor in Hounslow, Baitus Salam in Islamabad, Bait ul! 
Ikram in Leicester, Darul Aman in Manchester, Baitul Shukoor in Oxford, Baitul Islam in Scunthorpe, 
and the Ahmadiyya Center in Tooting.

t the occasion of the 2000 Jalsa Salana in Canada, 
Ae: Paul Martin (the current Canadian Prime 

Minister and then Canadian Federal Minister of 
Finance) shared a few thoughts with the attendees of the 
Jalsa. He mentioned that he was to attend the G-7 Conference 
in Japan at the month’s end and his department gave him 
some briefings and notes for this meeting. Simultaneously 
the Jama‘at sent him an invitation to the Canadian Jalsa 
along with some literature. Included in this package was 
Hadhrat Ahmad’s* last book entitled Message of Peace. 
He read through this book, and was so overwhelmed by its 
presentation that he discarded the notes his department gave 
him for the meeting and instead used Huzoor’s concept of a 
“global village’. After reviewing the notes provided by his 
own department, Martin said: 


“T had read the same thing expressed in a way that it is much 
more powerful, a vision of what the world was all about, 
what we had to do...it was articulated in a way that could 
never be expressed by any bureaucrat or any department of 
finance. It occurred to me that my notes for today should 
be the very notes written by a great man in 1889 in a small 
village in northern India. Hadhrat Ahmad * wrote: ‘when

distances had shrunk and when followers of all religions 
had drifted away from pure faith, that he had been sent to 
all mankind to re-establish a close relationship with the one 
true God, that this would be the only way for man to peace. 
All other ways and variance with this one would only lead 
to restlessness and disorder and the world would be assailed 
by all manners of calamity until man hearkens to this call.’ 


Understand, this was written in 1889, and if indeed the 
world had listened to these words, there would have been 
no World War I and there would have been no World War II. 
There would not have been war in Korea, there would not 
have been war in Vietnam, and there would not have been 
the financial calamities that occurred in the last 45 years. 
So let me tell you how powerful this message is and how it 
must be heard by everybody. When the finance ministers 
meet together in Japan at the end of this week and the 
beginning of the next, my message may be expressed in the 
dry and arid words of the department of finance, but at the 
same point in that meeting, I am going to tell my colleagues 
there of this meeting and how the world must listen to this 
message.”

t the 2003 U.K. annual convention, Hadhrat Mirza Masroor Ahmad, Khalifatul 

Masih V* shared the news that Ahmadiyyat has now spread to the French 
island of Martinique. A six-member delegation, which included Ashfaq Rabbani, the 
Amir of France, paid a visit to the island nation in 2002. During their stay, 10,000 
pamphlets were distributed in ten cities and eleven propagation meetings were held. A 
live radio program lasting over one hour also was conducted, resulting in two ba ‘aits 
(conversions to Ahmadiyyat). A similar delegation lead by Rabbani established a 
mission house in Guadeloupe.

Mohammad Sharif Baksh, in his mid-teens, visited a bookstall in Guyana. A book 
about Ahmadiyyat intrigued him and subsequently led him to write a letter to /fadhrat 
Khalifulatul Masih IT. He faced opposition when he shared what he had discovered 
and, based on the teachings of the Promised Messiah", he prayed for 40 days seeking 
guidance from Allah. One evening, while reflecting on Chapter 2, Verse 23 of the 
Holy Qur’an at a mosque in Sisters Village, Berbice, he experienced a true conviction 
in Ahmadiyyat. Baksh immediately wrote a letter of initiation to Hadhrat Khalifatul 
Masih", and in so doing, he accepted Ahmadiyyat. A renowned businessman in 
Guyana, Baksh immediately began preaching Ahmadiyyat and a small Jama ‘at was 
established. 


Maulvi Bashir Ahmad Orchard became the first missionary 
to Guyana and actively propagated Islam. The local Imam 
of the Mosque in Sisters Village accepted Ahmadiyyat, 
followed by all the adherents of the mosque. Orchard 
Sahib would later establish a secondary school and start a 
tradition of Jalsa Salana (annual gathering) in Guyana.

The Fiji Islands Jama’at is established in October, with Sheikh Abdul Wahid serving as the first 
Ahmadiyya Muslim Missionary to this region. 


A parcel of land, complete with a timber and iron building is purchased in Suva for the Jama’at 
and approved by the Center. A new Jama’at in Labasa is established. 


Maulana Rahim Buksh donates land to construct Mubarak Mosque, which is inaugurated by Sheikh 
Abdul Wahid on December 17. Sir Muhammad Zafrulla Khan” visits the Fiji Islands, delivers a 
public lecture arranged by the Chief Minister, Ratu Sir Kamisese Mara, and lays the foundation of 
Mahmud Mosque at Maro. In April, a kindergarten program is formed in Lautoka.

Professor Clement Wragge, an astronomer living in New Zealand, visited 
Lahore to give a lecture in 1908. Mr. Mufti Mohammad Sadiq ® also 
attended that lecture. Upon Mr. Sadiq’s urging, Dr. Wragge met with 
Hadhrat Ahmad* on May 12, 1908, and found that all of the questions 
he asked him were met with answers that brought deep satisfaction. He 
met Huzoor* one more time, on May 18, 1908, about a week before 
Hadhrat Ahmad’s sad demise. He later accepted Ahmadiyyat and thus 
bears the distinction of being the first Ahmadi Muslim living in New 
Zealand. (Badar, May 24, 1908, p 4; as chronicled in the Urdu text of 
Tahrik-e-Ahmadiyyat, Volume 2, p 543).

Ahmadi Muslims in Tuvalu 


Dr. Iftikhar Ayaz introduced Ahmadiyyat to Tuvalu; the first Bait was in June, 1985. The first mosque and 
mission houses were constructed in 1992. In his first visit to the region, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV expressed 
a desire to spread Ahmadiyyat across the South Pacific Islands. Through Dr. Ayaz’s efforts, the Jamaat was 
registered in 1987. Hafiz Jibraeel was sent from the Fiji Islands to Tuvalu for two years to train and teach new 
Ahmadis. Missionary Abdul Ghaffar, then stationed in Ghana, was subsequently posted to Tuvalu until 1998, 
helping the Ahmadi congregation grow to over 400. The translation of the Holy Qur'an and /amaat literature 
was comprehensively undertaken in the Tuvaluan language. 
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n Tuvalu, as soon as the Jama’at was registered, a 

big uproar took place. Many Christian opposition 
leaders raised objections against the 
registration in the National Assembly of Tuvalu. 
They criticized the government for allowing a new 
religion to hold its footing on the Island. This 
will create unrest and disorder in peaceful Tuvalu. 
Their opposition against the registration of Jama‘at 
Ahmadiyya was very stiff. When this issue was raised 
in their Parliament, the Prime Minister of Tuvalu 
did not give any weight to 
their criticism and, in sharp 
fully supported 
Jama‘at Abhmadiyya’s right 
to get itself registered in 
Tuvalu. He said that the 
way we let Christians follow 
their religion, we as the 
Government of Tuvalu will 
follow the law of the land. 
We will not let Christians 
interfere in our law. Jama’at 
Ahmadiyya is legally 
registered here and _ the 
registration will stand as it 
is. On hearing such a bold

Islam is the flag bearer in 
carrying this message of unity to all nations of 
the world. This is not merely a claim; the true 
teachings of Islam provide a living proof in the 
person of the Prophet of Islam, Muhammad “. 
Allah, in fact, instructs Muhammad™ in the Holy 
Qur’an to introduce himself as a messenger for 
all of humanity: “Say, ‘Oh mankind! Truly I ama 
Messenger to you all from Allah.” (Al Araf, verse 
159). The extraordinary message that was given 
to him for the peace, security and international 
unity was for all nations and for all time. 


Muhammad “ showed the entire world through 
his own practices, which are documented in the 
Ahadith, how to treat all nations of the world 
with grace and how to turn them into one nation 
through the peaceful teachings of Islam. He 
described such unity in familial terms, saying that 
“All humans created by God are brothers to one 
another” (Masnad Ahmad, v. 4, p. 369). All those 
people who came under the secure and peaceful 
shadow of Islam turned into brothers for each 
other.

In these latter days, which in fact are the 
continuation of the blessed time of the Prophet 
of Islam®, Allah has shown the destined unity of 
the nations of the world in a grand way through 
the establishment of Jama’at Ahmadiyya and the 
formal announcement of joining that Jama’at: the 
Ba’ait. 


By the Grace of Allah, according to the teachings 
of Holy Qur’an and the practices of Prophet of 
Islam’, the system of Ba’ait has continued in 
Jama’at Ahmadiyya from the very beginning. The 
Promised Messiah* has invited all of humanity to 
spend some time with him to experience a pure 
and spiritual way of life: 


“TI have been told by Allah that those people who 
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are the seekers of truth and want to find the path 
of true faith, true spiritual purity, and love of 
Allah, and those who want to get rid of the impure, 
rebellious and ignorant life style, they should do 
Ba’ait at my hand” (Advertisement, December 1, 
1888, Majmoa Ishtiharat, Vol. 1, p. 188). 


The first Ba’ait was taken by the Promised 
Messiah*, after receiving permission from Allah, 
on March 23, 1889, in the city of Ludhiana, 
India. This day is remembered as the date when 
the foundation of Jama’at Ahmadiyya was laid. 
The Promised Messiah* was sitting on a “Darri” 
(cotton spread) on the floor, in the corner of the 
room. Among the men, the first person to perform 
Ba’ait was Hadhrat Hakeem Maulvi Nooruddin”. 
On that day, forty fortunate individuals received 
the honor to perform Ba’ait at the hands of the 
Promised Messiah*. Those who performed Ba’ait 
stated that they went through a unique spiritual 
experience at that time. A new and pure change 
was taking place in them from within. This small 
group of forty people, in fact, constituted the 
initial wave of the millions of people who were to 
join the Ahmadiyya Jama ’at in later years. 


The system of Ba’ait has since continued to operate 
throughout the world. After the establishment of 
the system of khilafat, the tradition continued in 
Pakistan. Soon, the honor of performing Ba’ait 
at the hands of the khalifa continued in other 
countries around the world. On December 28, 
1992, at the occasion of Jalsa Salana Qadian, 
Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV", addressed the 
gathering via Muslim Television Ahmadiyya 
(MTA) directly from London. After this session, 
eight new prospects, who were present in London, 
performed Ba’ait at his hands. This was the first 
time in the history of Ahmadiyyat that the Ba’ait 
ceremony was simultaneously transmitted via 
MTA. Ahmadi members of the Jama’at watched 
that ceremony all over the world. And while they 
were thousands of miles away from the khalifa, 
they were able to reaffirm their own Ba’aits 
simultaneously. This “International Ba’ait” was 
organized at the request of a newly converted 
Englishman in London. Describing this event, 


Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV™ stated: 


“Of all the interesting things I remember, the one 
thing that specially caught my attention, and I 
was told that members of the Jama’at also feel 
the same way, is the International Ba’ait. This is 
first time ever in history that a Ba’ait was being 
done at one place and at the same time all over 
the world tongues were busy in repeating those 
words, hearts were pounding and with one sound 
a pledge of faithfulness was done. This created 
a unique effect on the souls and hearts of those 
taking part in the Ba’ait. I think this was a way 
destined by Allah to show his expression. This 
did not happen accidentally. Our last year was 
decorated by Allah with that Ba’ait. The crown of 
International Ba’ait decorated it. It has been told 
that Jama’ats all over the world also reaffirmed 
their Ba’aits simultaneously and entered into a 
new age of faithfulness, dedication and service to 
mankind. This is the fulfillment of that Ba’ait. | 
can see that in future, Insha’Allah, Ba’aits will 
take place in the same way. When the Ba’ait will 
be taken in one Jalsa, then millions of Ba’aits will 
be reaffirmed at other places. The idea of millions 
of Ba’aits that I presented once is not a matter too 
far in the future, or just a dream or speculations. | 
feel that its time is very near.” 


(Daily Al Fazi, January 1, 1993). 


A similar incident occurred on May 30, 1993, on 
the occasion of the Annual /jtema (Gathering) 
of Khuddamu!l Ahmadiyya (Ahmadiyya Muslim 
Youth Association) in Germany. Seventy-one 
individuals of thirteen different countries took 
Ba’ait at the hands of Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih 
IV". This ceremony also was televised on MTA. 
In this way, an opportunity was made available 
to Ahmadis all over the world to re-affirm their 
Ba’ait also. 


After those two initial opportunities, the historical 
debut of the International Ba’ait took place in 
1993, during the Jalsa Salana in the United 
Kingdom. This was the first regular ceremony 
of International Ba’ait, in which more than two 
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hundred thousand individuals were blessed 
with the opportunity to take part in the Ba’ait 
ceremony through MTA. All Ahmadi men, 
women and children around the world also were 
able to re-affirm their Ba’aits. Since this was the 
occasion of International Ba’ait, and without any 
doubt it was a unique incidence in the history of 
Islam, Hadhrat Khalifatul Masih IV", delivered 
a heartwarming and faith-rejuvenating address 
before the International Ba’ait: 


“Since the time the earth and the Heavens have 
been created, no eye has ever seen such a scene 
where people of many countries and nations, took 
bait at the hand of one man simultaneously. This 
is the first incidence in the history of Islam. And 
if Allah willed, this system will always continue 
in future. The target for the Ba’ait for the next 
year will be twice the number of Ba’aits this year. 
Every year this target will be increased double 
fold. 


The idea of an International Ba’ait came to my 
mind when in the beginning of the year I was 
informed that ten thousands Ba’aits may take 
place this year. There was only little time left until 
the inauguration of Jalsa Salana, I thought that 
by the end of last year a target of one hundred 
thousand Ba’aits was given to the Jama’ats. 
Now very little time is left. How will the target be 
achieved? Then I prayed to Allah and a thought 
was put in my heart and I understood the road 
map to the International Ba’ait. I was told by 
Allah to prepare Jama’at, so they may take part in 
the International Ba’ait. All Jama’ats were then 
given new targets of Ba’aits. 


There is no element of boasting or arrogance in 
my heart at this historical event. I feel the greatest 
humbleness in my heart. I am a humble person. 
May Allah cover my weaknesses, forgive me and 
change my weaknesses into good deeds.” 


(Daily Al Fazl, August 15, 1993, p. 1). 


After the address, Huzoor™ went to the place 
of the Ba’ait ceremony. He sat on the floor and 


joined five individuals who represented the five 
continents of the world. Before commencing this 
new tradition of the Jama’at, he remarked: 


“The long coat that I am wearing today is the 
blessed coat of The Promised Messiah*. It is 
green in color, although due to the passage of 
such a long time, it has faded a little. I will take 
Ba’ait from you in the capacity of an insignificant 
servant of the founder of Ahmadiyya movement.” 
(Daily Al Fazi, August 15, 1993, p. 2). 


In this way, under the shade of the blessings of 
Allah, the first historic International Ba’ait took 
place. It has become a milestone in the journey 
of progress and victory of Islam and Ahmadiyyat, 
and history will always remember it. On that 
particular day, a golden chapter was written in the 
history of Islam. It was a chapter of victory that 
still continues today and will continue forward. 
Insha’ Allah.
